Bur, my good Maſter Bates dy- 
ing in two Years after, ne « _— 
few Friends, my Buſineſs to 
fail; for my Conſcience wore. not 
ſuffer me to imitate the bad Practice 
of too many among my Brethren, 
Having therefore confulted with my 
Wife, and ſome of yr Acquaintance, 
I determined to go again to Sea. I 
was Surgeon ſucceſſively in two Ships, 
and made ſeveral Do „ s for ' fix 
* Years, to the Eft and Heft- Indies, by 
which I a ſome Aadielen to my 
Fortune. Hours of Leiſure 1 
ſpent 1n reading the beſt Authors, 
* and modern, being always 
with a good Number f 
B and when I was afhore, in ob- 
ſerving the Manners and Diſpof itions 
of the People, às well as learning their 
Langug 5 aber J had a great fa- 
— 2 the ee of bl Me- 
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Tux laſt of theſe Voyages not 
proving very fortunate, I grew wea- 
ry of the Sea, and intended to ſtay 
at home with my Wite and Family. 
I removed from the Old- Jury to Fet- 
ter- Lane, and from thence to Wapping, 
Hoping to get Bufineſs among the 
Sailors; but it would not turn to ac- 


count. After three Years Expecta- 
tion that things would mend, I ac- 
cepted an advantageous Offer from 
Captain William Prichard, Maſter of 
the Antelope, who was making a Voyage 
to the South-Sea. We ſet ſail from 
. Briſtol, May 4th, 1699, and our Voyage 


at firſt was very proſperous. 
IT would not be proper, for ſome 


Reaſons, to trouble the Reader with 
the Particulars of our Adventures in 
.thoſe Seas: Let it ſuffice to inform 
him, that in our Paſſage from thence 
to the Ezft-Indies, we were driven by 
à violent Storm to the Northweſt of 
Van Diemen's Land. By an Obſervati- 


on, we found ourſelves in the Lati- 


_ tude of zo degrees 2 minutes South. 
. Twelve of our Crew_were dead by 
immoderate Labour, and ill Food, the 
reſt were in a very weak condition. 
On the fifth of November, which was 


the beginning of Summer in thoſe 
Parts, the Weather being very * 
25 the 
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the Seamen ſpied a Rock, within half 
a Cable's length of the Ship; but che 
Wind was ſo ſtrong, that we were 
driven directly upon it, and imme- 
diately ſplit. Six of the Crew, of 

whom I was one, having let down 
the Boat into the Sea, made a ſhift 
to get clear of the Ship, and the Rock. 
We rowed, by my computation, about 
three Leagues, till we were able to 
work no longer, being already ſpent 


with Labour while we were in the 


Ship. We therefore truſted our ſelves 
vo the Mercy of the Waves, and in 
about halt-an hour the Boat was over- 
ſet by a ſudden Flurry from the 
North. What became of my Conpa- 
nions in the Boat, as well as of choſe 
who eſcaped on the Rock, or were 
left in the Veſſel, I cannot tell; but 
conclude they were all loſt. For my 
own part, I ſwWam as Fortune directed 
me, and was puſhed forward by Wind 
and Tide. I often let my Legs drop, 
and could feel no bottom : But when 
I was almoſt gone, and able to ſtrug- 
gle no longer, I found myſelf within 
my Depth; and by this time the 
Storm was much abated. The Decli- 
vity was ſo ſmall, that I walked near 
a mule before I got to the Shore, which 
I conjectur'd was about eight a clock 

| B 3 in 
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in the Evening. I then advanced 
forward near half a mile, but could 
not diſcover any ſign of Houſes or In- 
habitants; at leaſt, I was in ſo weak 
a Condition that I did not obſerve 
them. I was extremely tired, and 
that, and the heat of the Weather, 
and about half a Pint of Brandy that 
I drank as J left the Ship, I found my- 
ſelf much inclined to ſleep. I lay 
down on the grafs, which was very 
mort and ſoft, where I flept ſounder 
than ever I remember to have done 
in my Life, and, ds I reckoned, about 
nine hours; for when I awaked, it 
was juſt 7 I attempted to rife, 
but was not able to ſtir : For as 1 hap- 
pen d to lie on my Back, I found my 
Arms and Legs were ſtrongly faſten- 
ed on each ſide to the Ground; and 
my Hair, which was long and thick, 
tied down in the ſame manner. I 
Hkewiſe felt ſeveral ſlender Ligatures 
acroſs my Body, from my Arm-pits 
tomy Thighs. I conld only look up- 
wards, the Sun began to grow hot, 
and the Light offended my Eyes. 1 
heard a confuſed Noife about me, but 
in the Poſture T lay, could ſee no- 
thing except the Sky. In a little time 
1 felt ſomething alive moving on my 
left Leg, which advancing gently _— 
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ward over my Breaſt, came almoſt up 
to my Chin; when bending my 
Eyes downwards as much as I could, 
I perceived it to he a human Crea- 
ture not fix inches high, with a Bow 
and Arrow in his Hands, and a Qui- 
ver at his Back. In the mean time, 
I felt at leaſt forty more of the ſame 
kind (as I conjectured) following the 
ficſt. I was in the utmoſt Aftoniſh- 
ment, and roared ſo loud, that they 
all ran back in a fright ; and ſome of 
them, as I was afterwards told, were 
hurt with the Falls they got by leap- 
ing from my ſides upon the Ground. 
However, they ſoon returned, and one 
of them, who ventured ſo far as to 
et a full ſight of my Face, lifting u 
is Hands and Eyes by way of A 
miration, cryed out in a ſhrilt, but di- 
{tin& Voice, Hekinah Degul : The others 
repeated the fame Words ſeveral times, 
but I then knew not what they meant. 
I lay all this while, as the Reader 
may believe, in great Uneaſineſs : at 
length, ſtrugghng to get looſe, I had 
the fortune to break the Strings, and 
wrench out the Pegs that faſtened my 
left Arm to the Ground ; for, by lift- 
ing it up to my Face, I diſcover'd 
the Methods they had taken to bind 
me, and, at the ſame time, with a 
| „ violent 
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violent pull, which gave me exceſſive 
Pain, I a little looſened the ſtrings 
that tied down my Hair on the left 
ſide, ſo that; I was juſt able to turn 
my Head about two inches. But the 
Creatures ran off a ſecond time, be- 
fore I could ſeize them; whereupon 
there was a great Shout in a very 
-ſhrill- Accent, and after it ceaſed, I 
heard one of them cry aloud, Tolgo 
Fbhanac; when in an inſtant I felt above 
an hundred Arrows diſcharged on m 

left Hand, which pricked me like ſo 


many needles; and beſides, they ſhot - 


another Flight into the Air, as we 
do Bombs in Europe, whereof many, I 
ſuppoſe, fell on my Body, (though 
I: felt them not) and ſome on my 
Face, which I immediately covered 
with my left Hand. When this ſhower 
of Arrows was over, I fell a groan- 
ing with Grief and Pain, and then 
ſtriving again to get looſe, they diſ- 
charged another Volly larger than 
the firſt, and ſome of them attempt- 
ed with Spears to ſtick. me in the 
Sides; but, by good luck, I had on 
me a Buff Jerkin, which they could 
not pierce. I thought it the moſt pru- 
dent Method to lie ſtill, and my de- 
ſign was to continue ſo till Night, 
when my left Hand being already 
io ii e a looſe, 
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looſe, I could eaſily free my ſelf: An 
as for the Inhabitants, I had reaſon 
to believe. I might be a match for 
the greateſt Armies they could bring 
againſt me, if they were all 'of the 
ſame Size with him that I faw. But 
Fortune diſpoſed otherwiſe of me. 
When the People obſerved I was quiet, 
they diſcharged no more Arrows: But 
by the Noiſe I heard, I knew their 
Numbers encreaſed; and about four 
Yards from me, over- againſt my right 
Ear, I heard a knocking for above 
an hour, like that of People at work; 
when N my Head that way as 
well as the Pegs and Strings would 
permit me, I ſaw a Stage erected, about 
a foot and à half from the Ground, 
capable of holding four of the Inha- 
bitan's, with two or three Ladders to 
mount it: From whence one of them, 
who feemed to be. a Perſon of Qua- 
lity, made me a long Speech, whereof 
I underſtood not one Syllable: But 
I ſhould have mentioned, that before 
the principal Perſon began his Ora- 
tion, he cried out three times, Langro 
Dehul ſan ; | (theſe words and the for- 
mer were afterwards repeated and ex- 
lained to me.) Whereupon imme- 
dately about fifty of the Inhabitants 
came and cut the ſtrings that faſten- 
9 ed 
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ed the left Side of my Head, whictt 
gave me the Liberty of turning it 
ro. che right, and of obſerving the 
Perſon and Geſture. of him that was 
to ſpeak. He appeared to be of a 
middle Age, and taller than any of 
the other three who attended him, 
whereof one was a Page that held 
up his Train, and ſeemed to be ſome- 
what longer than my middle Finger; 
the other two ſtood one on each ſide 
to ſupport him. He aced every Part 
of an Orator, and I could obferye 
many Periods of Threatnings, and 
others of Promiles, Pity and Kind- 
nels, I anſwered in a few words, 
but in the moſt ſubmiſſive manner, 
hitting up my left Hand and both 
my... yes to the Sun, as calling him 
for a Witneſs ; and being almoſt fa- 
miſhed with Hunger, having not eaten 
a Morſel for. ſome hours before I left 
the Ship, I found the demands of 
Nature ſo ſtrong upon me, that I 
could not forbear ſhewing my Impa- 
tience (perhaps againſt the ſtri rules 
of Decency) by putting my Finger 
frequently, on my Mouth, to ſignify 
that I wanted Food. The Hurgo (for 
ſo they call a great Lord, as Falter. 
wards learnt) underſtood me very 
well. He deſcended from the Stage, 
| an 
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and commanded that ſeveral Ladders 
ſhould be applied to my Sides, on 
which above an hundred of the In- 
habitants mounted, and walked towards 
my Mouth, laden with baskets full 
of Meat, which had been provided 
and ſent thither by the King's Or- 
ders, upon the firſt intelligence he 
received of me. I obleryed there was 
the Fleſh of ſeveral Animals, but 
could not diſtinguiſh them by the 
taſte. There were Shoulders, Legs 
and Loins, ſhapen like thoſe of Mutton, 
and very well dreſſed, but ſmaller 
than the Wings of a Lark. I eat 
them by two or three at a mouth- 
ful, and took three Loaves at a time, 
about the Bigneſs of Musket Bullets. 
They ſupplied me as they could, ſhew- 
ing a thouſand marks of wonder and 
aſtoniſhment at my Bulk and Appe- 
tite, I then made another ſign that 
I wanted Drink. They found by my 
eating, that a ſmall Quantity would 
nat tuffice me, and being a molt in- 
gemous People, they flung up with 
. dexterity one of their largeit 
Logſheads, then rolled it towards my 
Hand, and beat out the top; drank 
it eff at a Draught, Which 1 might 
well do, for it did not hold half a 


pint, and. taſted like a ſmall Wine 
o Burgundy, but much more delicious. 
| They 
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They brought me a ſecond Hogſhead, 
Which I arank in the ſame manner, 
and made ſigns for more; but they 
nad none to give me. When I had 
1 theſe Wonders, they ſhouted 
or Joy, and danced upon my Breaſt, 

— peating ſeveral times as they did 
at Pfr. Hekinah Degul. They made 
me a fi ign that I ſhould throw down 
the two Hogſheads, but firſt warn- 


9 the People below to ſtand out of 


* eta aloud, Borach Mcvola, 
en they e the Veſſels in the 


| At ih _ an univerſal ſhout of 


Hekinah Degul. I conteſs I was often 
tempted; while. _ were paſſing N 
on my Body, t 
ſeize forty or fifty of the firſt that — 
in my reach, and daſh them againſt the 
Ground. But the Remembrance ot 
what Thad felt, which probably might 


not be the worſt they could do, and 


the Promiſe of "Honour I made them, 


for ſo I interpreted my ſubmiſſive 


Behaviour, ſoon drove out theſe Ima- 
ginations. * Beſides, I now conſider'd 
my ſelf as bound by the Laws of Hoſpi- 
tality to a People who had treated 
me with ſo much Expence and Mag- 
nificence. However, in my Thoughts, 
I could not ſufficiently wonder at the

tals, who durſt venture to maunt and

walk upon my Body, while one of 


my Hands was at liberty, without 


trembling at the very ſight of ſo pro- 


digious a Creature as I muſt appear to 
them. After ſome time, when they ob- 


ſerved that I made no more demands 


for Meat, there appear'd before me a 
Perſon of high Rank from his Impe- 
rial Majeſty. His Excellency having 


mounted on the ſmall of nfy Tight; Leg, 


advanced forwards up to my Face, 
with about a dozen of his -Rerinue. 
And producing his Credentials under 
the Signet Royal, which he applied 


cloſe to my Eyes, | ſpoke about ten 


Minutes, without any figns of Anger,

and obſerving likewiſe that the Num- 
ber of my Enemies encreaſed, I gave 
Tokens to let them know that th 
might do with me what they pleaſ- 
ed. Upon this the Hurgo —4 His 
Train withdrew with much Civilit 
and chearful Countenances. Soon 
ter T heard a general Shout, with 
frequent Repetitions of the Words, 
Peplom Selan, and I felt great Num- 
bers of People on left Side re- 
that 1 was able to turn upon my Rigtu,

Theſe - Circumſtances, 
added to the Refreſhmenr I had re- 
ceived by their Victuals and Drink, 
which were very nouriſhing, diſpoſ- 
ed me to fleep. I flept about eight 
Hours, as I was afterwards aſſured; 
and it was no wonder, for the Phy- 
ſicians, by the Emperor's Order, had 
mingled a ſleepy Potion in the Hog- 
ſheads of Wine. «ILIY 

Ir ſeems that upon the firſt Mfo- 
ment I was diſcovered ſleeping on 
the Ground after landing, the 
Emperor had early Notice of it by 
an Expreſs; and determined in Coun- 
cil thatT ſhould be tied in the Man- 
ner I have related, (which was done 
in the Night while I ſlept) that Plen- 
ty of Meat and Drink ſhould be ſent 
to me, and a Machine prepared to 
carry me to the capital City. 

TH1s Reſolution perhaps may ap- 
ear very bold and dangerous, and 

am confident would not be imi- 
tated by any Prince in Europe on 
the like Occafion ; however, in my 
A 48 Opinion, 
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Opinion, it was extremely prudent, 
as well as generous: For ſuppoſin 
theſe People had - endeavoured to ki 
me with their Spears and Arrows 
while I was aſleep, I ſhould cer- 
tainly have awaked with the firſt 
— of Smart, which might ſo far 
ave rouzed my Rage and Strength, 
as to have enabled me to break the 
Strings wherewith I was tied; after 
which, as they were not able to make 
Reſiſtance, ſo they could expect no 
Mercy. | 
TRESE People are moſt excellent 
Mathematicians, and arriv'd to a great 
Perfection in Mechanicks, by the Coun- 
tenance and Encouragement of the 
Emperor, who 1s a renowned Patron 
of Learning. This Prince hath ſeve- 
ral Machines fixed on. wheels, for the 
Carriage of Trees and other great 
Weights. He often builds his largeſt 
Men of War, whereot ſome are nine 
Foot long, in the Woods where the 
Timber. grows, and has them - carried 
on theſe __ three or four hundred 
Yards to the Sea.

He ordered his Cooks 
and Butlers, who were already pre- 
pared to give me Victuais and Drink, 
which they puſhed forward in a ſort 
of Vehicles n Wheels till I could 
reach them. I took theſe Vehicles, 
and ſoon emptied them all; twenty 
of them were filled with meat, and 
ten with Liquor, each of the former 
7 __ afforded 
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afforded me two or three good 
Mouthfuls, and I emptied the Liquor 
of ten Veſſels, which was contained 
in ecarthen Vials, into one Vehicle, 
drinking it off at a Draught, and ſo 
F did with the reſt. The Empreſs, 
and young Princes of the Blood, of 
both Sexes, attended by many Ladies, 
fat at ſome Diſtance in their Chairs, 
but upon the Accident that happen- 
ed to the Emperor's Horle, the 
alighted, came near his Perſon, whic 
Lam now going to deſcribe. He 
is taller by almoſt the Breadth of my 
Nail; than any of his Court, whic 
alone is enough to - ſtrike an Awe 
into the Beholders. His Features are 
ſtrong and maſculine, with an Auſtri- 
an Lip and arched Noſe, his Com- 
Op olive, his Countenance ere, 
his Body and Limbs well proportion- 
ed, all his Motions graceful, and his 
* Ger majeſticx. He was then 

his Prime, being twenty eight 
— three quarters old, of which 
he had reigned about ſeven, in great 
felicity, and generally victorious. For 
the better Convenience of beholding 
him, I lay on my Side, ſo that my 
Face was parrallel to his, and he 
ſtood but three Yards off: Howe⸗ 
ver, I had him ſince many times in 
2 my 
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my Hand, and therefore cannot be 
deceived in the Deſcription. His Dreſs 
was very plain and ſimple, and the Fa- 
ſhion of it between the Aſlaricb and the 
European: but he had on his Head a light 
Helmet of Gold, adorned with Jewels, 
and a Plume on the Creſt. He held 
his Sword drawn in his Hand, to de- 
fend himſelf, if I ſhould happen to 
break looſe ; it was almoſt three Inch- 
es long, the Hi and Scabbard .were 
Gold enriched with Diamonds. His 
Voice was ſhrill, but very clear and 
articulate, and I could diſtinctly hear 
it when I ſtood up. The Ladies and 
Courtiers were all moſt magnificent- 
ly clad, fo that the Spot they ſtood 
upon ſeemed to reſemble a Petticoat 
ſpread on the Ground, embroidered 
with Figures of Gold and Silver. His 
Imperial Majeſty ſpoke often to me, 
and I returned Anſwers, but neither 
of us could underſtand a Syllable. 
There were ſeveral of his Prieſts and 
Lawyers preſent, (as I conjectured by 
their Habits) who were commanded 
to addreſs themſelves to me, and 1 
ſpoke to them in as many Langua 
es as I had the leaſt ſmattering of, 
which were High and Low Dutch, Latin, 
French, Spaniſh,ltalian, and Lingus Franca;

Aeveral Proclamations and Orders of 
State, againſt this Inconveniency. He 
directed, that thoſe who had already 
beheld me ſhould return Home, and 
not preſume to come within fifty Yards 
of my - Houſe, without Licence from 
Court; whereby the Secretaries of 
State got conſiderable Fees. 
x the mean time, the Emperor 
| held frequent Councils to debate what 
Courſe ſhould be taken with me; and 
* J was afterwards aſſured by a parti- 
; . cular Friend, a Perſon of great Qua- 
lity, who was looked upon to be as 
much in the Secret as any, that the 
Court was under many Difficulties 
concerning me. They apprehended 
my breaking looſe, that my Diet would 
be very expenſive, and might cauſe 
a Famine. Sometimes they determin- 
ed to ſtarve me, or at leaſt to ſhoot 
me in the Face and Hands with poi- 
Joned Arrows, which would ſoon diſ- 
teh me; but again they conſider d, 
that the Stench Of ſo large a Carcaſe 
might produce a Plague in the Me- 
tropolis, and probably ſpread through 
the - whole Kingdom, In the midit 
of theſe Conſultations, ſeveral Officers 
of the Army went to the Door of the 
great Council-Chamber ; and two of N 
them being admitted, gave an * | 
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of my Behaviour to the ſix Criminals 
above-mention'd, which made ſo fa- 
yourable an Impreſſion in the Breaſt 
of his Majeſty and the whole Board 
in my behalf, that an Imperial Com- 
miſſion was iſſued out, obliging all 
the Villages nine hundred Yards round 
the City, to deliver in every Morning 
ſix Beeves, forty Sheep, and other Vi- 
ctuals for my Suſtenance; together 
with a proportionable Quantity of 
Bread, and Wine and other Liquors: 
for the due Payment of which, his 
Majeſty gave Aſſiguments upon his 
Treaſury. For this Prince lives chiefly 
upon his own Demeſnes, ſeldom, ex- 
cept upon great Occaſions, raiſing any 
Subſidies upon his Subjects, who are 
bound to attend him in his Wars at 
their own Expence. An Eſtabliſh- 
ment was alſo made of ſix hundred 
Perſons to be my Domeſticks, who 
had Board-wages allowed for their 
Maintenance, and Tents built for 
them very conveniently on each Side 
of my Door. It was likewiſe order- 
ed, that three hundred Taylors ſhould 
make me a Suit of Cloaths after the 
Faſhion of the Country: That ſix of 
his Majeſty's greateſt Scholars ſhould 
be employ'd to inſtruct me in their 
Language: And, laſtly, that the Em-

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peror's Horſes, and thoſe of the No- 
_—_ and Troops of Guards, ſhould 
be frequently exerciſed in my fight, 
do accuſtom themſelves to me. All 
8 theſe Orders were duly put in execu- 
tion, and 1n about three Weeks I made 
a great Progreſs in learning their Lan- 
guage ; during which Time, the Em- 
— frequently honoured me with 
is Viſits, and was pleaſed to aſſiſt my 
Maſters in teaching me. We began 
already to converſe together in ſome 
ſort; and the firſt Words I learnt were 
to expreſs my Deſire that he would 
ale to give me my Liberty, which 
IJ exery day repeated on my Knees.

This 
L delivered} part in Words, and part 
in Signs. He replied, that by the 
Laws of the Kingdom I muſt be ſearch- 
ed by two. of his Officers ; that he 
knew this could not be done without 
my Confent and Aſſiſtance; that he 
had ſo good an Opinion of my Ge- 
neroſity and Juſtice, as to cruſt their 
Perſons in my Hands: That whatever 
they took from me ſhould be return- 
ed when I left the Country, or paid 
for at the Rate which I would fer 
upon them. I took up the two Or- 
ficers in my Hands, put them firſt into 
wy Coat-Pockets, and then into every 
other Pocket about -me, ex my 
two Fobs, and another ſecret Pod- 
ket I had no mind ſhould be ſearch- 
ed, wherein I had ſame little Necef- 
ſaries that were of no conſequence to 
any but myſelf.

In his right Waſtecoat-Pocket, we 
found a prodigious Bundle of white 
thin Subſtances, folded one over an- 
other, about the Bigneſs of three 
Men, tied with a ſtrong Cable, and 
marked with black Figures; which 
we humbly conceive to be Writings, 
rx Letter almoſt half as large as 
the Palm of our Hands.

there was a ſort of Engine, from the 
Back of which were extended W 
* * long 
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long Poles, reſembling the Paliſado's 
before your Majeſty's Court; where- 
with we conjecture the Man- Mountain 
combs his Head, for we did not al- 
ways trouble him with Queſtions, be- 
cauſe we found it a great Difficulty 
to make him underſtand us. In the 
large Pocket on the right Side of his 
middle Cover, (ſo I tranſlate the Word 
' Ranfu-Lo, by which they meant my 
Breeches) we ſaw a hollow Pillar of 
Iron, about the Length of a Man, fa- 
ſtened to a ſtrong Piece of Timber, 
larger than the Pillar; and upon one 
Side of the Pillar were huge Pieces of 
Iron ſticking out, cut into ſtrange 
Figures, which we know not what to 
make of. In the left Pocket, another 
Engine of the ſame Kind. In the 
ſmaller Pocket, on the right Side, were 
ſeveral round flat Pieces of white and 
red Metal, of different Bulk ; ſome of 
the white, which ſeemed to be Sil- 
ver, were ſo large and heavy, that 
my Comrade and I could hardly lift 
them. In the left Pocket were two 
black Pillars irregularly ſhaped: we 
could not, without Difficulty, reach 
the Top of them as we ſtood at the 
Bottom of his Pocket. One of-them 
was Covered, and ſeemed all of a 
piece: but at the upper End of the 
ro tha Cy other, 
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other, there appeared a white round 
-Subſtance, about twice the Bigneſs of 
of our Heads, Within each of theſe 
was incloſed a prodigious Plate of 
Steel; which, by our Orders, we 
obliged mim to ſhew us, becauſe we 
apprehended they might be dange- 
rous Engines, He took them out of 
their Caſes, and told us, that in his 
own Country his Practice was to 
ſhave his Beard with one of theſe, 
and to cut his Meat with the other. 
There were two Pockets which we 
could not enter: Theſe he called . his 
Fobs ; they were two large Shts 
into the Top of his middle Cover 
but ſqueez'd cloſe by the Preſſure of 
his Belly. Out of the right Fob hung 
a great ſilver Chain, with a wonder- 
ful kind of Engine at the Bottom. 
We directed him to draw out what- 
ever was faſtened to that Chain; 
-which appeared to be a Globe, half 
Silver, and half of ſome tranſpa- 
rent Metal: For on the tranſpa- 
rent ſide we ſaw certain ftrange Fi- 
gures circularly drawn, and thought 
we could touch them, till we found 
our Fingers ftopped by that lucid 
Subſtance. He put this Engine to 
our Ears, which made an inceſſant 
Noiſe like that of a Water-Mill. And 
we conjecture it is either ſome un-

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known Animal, or the God that he 
worſhips: But we are more inclined 
to the latter Opinion, becauſe he aſ- 
ſured us, (if we underſtood him right, 
for he expreſſed himſelf very imper- 
fectly) that he ſeldom did any Thing 
without conſulting it. He called it 


his Oracle, and faid it pointed out 


the Time for every Action ot his Life. 
From the left Fob he took out a 
Net almoſt large enough for a Fiſh- 
erman, but contrived to open and 
ſhut like a Purſe, and ſerved him for 
the fame Uſe : We found therein ſe- 
veral maſſy Pieces of yellow Metal, 
which, if they be real Gold, muſt be 
of immenſe Value. 1 7 
Havins thus, in obedience to 
our Majeſty's Commands, diligently 
earched all his Pockets, we obſerved 
a Girdle about his Waſte made of the 
Hide of ſome prodigious Animal, from 
which, on the left Side, hung a Sword 
of the Length of five Men; and on 
the right, a Bag or Pouch divided into 
Cells, each Cell capable of hold- 
ing three of your Majeſty's Subjects.

Wren this Inventory was read 
over to the Emperor, he directed me, 
although in very gentle Terms, to de- 
liver up the ſeveral Particulars. He 
firſt called for my Scymiter, which I 
took out, Scabbard and all. In the 
mean time he ordered three thouſand 
of his choiceſt Troops (who then at- 
tended him) to ſurround me at a di- 
ſtance, with their Bows and Arrows 
juſt ready to diſcharge: but I did 
not obſerve it, for mine Eyes were 
wholly fixed upon his Majeſty. He 
then deſired me to draw my Scymiter, 

which, although it had got ſome Ruſt 
by the Sea-Warer, was in moſt Parts 
_ Exceeding bright. I did fo, and im- 
mediately 
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mediately all the Troops gave a Shout 
between Terror and Surprize; for 
the Sun ſhone clear, and the Reflecti- 
on dazzled their Eyes as I waved the 
Scymiter to and fro in my Hand. 
His Majeſty, who is a moſt 'magna- 
nimous Prince, was leſs daunted than 
I could expect; he ordered me to re- 
turn it into the Scabbard, and caſt it 
on the Ground as gently as I could, 
about fix Foot from the End of m 

Chain. The next thing he demand- 
ed, was one of the hollow Iron Pil- 
lars, by which he meant my Pocket- 
Piſtols. I drew it out, and at his 
Deſire, as well as I could, expreſſed 
to him che Uſe of it ; and charging 
it only with Powder, which by the 
Cloſeneſs of my Pouch happened to 
eſcape wetting in the Sea, (an Incon- 
venience againſt which all prudent 
Mariners take ſpecial care to provide) 
I firſt cautioned the Emperor not to 
be afraid, and then I let it off in the 
Air. The Aſtoniſhment here was much 
greater than at the fight of my Scy- 
meter. Hundreds fell down as if 
they had been ſtruck dead; and even 
the Emperor, although he ſtood his 
Ground, could not recover himſelf in 
ſome Time. I delivered up both my 
Piſtcls in the ſame Manner, as * 
r One 
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done my Scymiter, and then my Pouch 
of Powder and Bullets; 2 him 


| that the former might be kept from 


the Fire, for it would kindle with 
the ſmalleſt Spark, and blow up his 
Imperial Palace into the Air. I hke- 
wiſe delivered up my Watch, which 
the Emperor was very curious to ſee, 
and commanded two of his talleſt Veo- 
men of the Guards to bear it on a 
Pole upon their Shoulders, as Dray- 
Men in England do a Barrel of Ale. 
He was amazed at the continual Noife 
it made, and the Motion of the Mi- 
nute-Hand, &hich he could eaſily diſ- 


cern ; for their Sight is much more 


acute than ours: and asked the Opi- 
nions of his learned Men about him, 
which were various and remote, as 
the Reader may well imagine without 
my repeating ; although indeed I could 
not very perfectly underſtand them. 
I then gave up my Silver and Cop- 
per Money, my Purſe with nine large 
Neces of Gold; and ſome ſmaller ones; 
Ty. Knife and Razor, my Comb: and 
Silver Snuff-Box, my Handkerchief and 
Fournal-Book. My Scymiter, Piſtols, 


and Pouch, were conveyed in Car- 


riages to his Majeſty's Stores; but 
the reſt of my Goods were returned me.

I have ſeen him do 
the Summerſet ſeveral times together 
upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, 
which is no thicker than a common 
Packthread in England. My Friend 
Keldreſal, principal Secretary for pri- 
vate Affairs, is in my Opinion, af I 
am not partial, the ſecond after the 
Treaſurer; the reſt of the great Of- 
ficers are much upon a Par. 
Txrese Diverſions are often attend- 
ed with fatal Accidents whereof great 
Numbers are on Record.

The 
Riders — leap them over my Hand 
as I held it on the Ground, and one 
of the Emperor's Huntſmen „ U- 
on a large Courſer, took my Foot, 
Shoe and all; which was indeed a 
3 Leap. I had the good 
ortune to — the Emperor one 
Day after a very extraordinary Man- 
ner. I defired he would order ſe- 
veral Sticks of two Foot high, and 
- the Thickneſs of an ordinary Cane, 


ro be brought me; whereupon. his 
Majeſty 
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Majeſty commanded the Maſter of his 
Woods to give Directions according- . 
ly, and the next Morning fix Wood- 
men arrived with as many Carriages, 
drawn by eight Horſes to each. I 
took nine of cheſe Sticks, and fixing 
them firmly in the Ground 1n a qua- 
drangular Figure, two Foot and a 
half Square, I took four other Sticks, 
and tied them parallel at each Cor- 
ner, about two Foot from the Ground; 
then I faſtened my Handkerchief to 
the nine Sticks that ſtood erect, and 
extended it on all Sides till it was as 
tight as the Top of. a Drum ; and the 
four parallel Sticks, riſing about five 


Inches higher than the Hankerchief, 


ſerved as Ledges on each Side. When 
Thad finiſhed my Work, I deſired the 
Emperor to let a Troop of his beſt 
Horſe; twenty four in Number, come 
and exerciſe upon this Plane. His 
Majefty approved of the Propoſal, 
and I took them up one by one 1n 
1 ready mounted and am- 
ed, with the proper Officers to ex- 
erciſe them. A. oon as they got in- 
to order they divided into two Par- 
ties, performed mock Skirmiſhes, diſ- 
charged blunt Arrows, drew their 
Swords, fled and purſued, attacked 
and retired, and 1n ſhort 3 
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the beſt military Diſcipline J ever be- 
held. The parallel Sticks ſecured them 
and their Horſes from falling over 
the Stage; and the Emperor was fo 
much delighted, that he ordered this 
Entertainment to be repeated ſeveral 
Days, and once was pleaſed to be lift- 
ed up, and give the Word of Com- 
mand; and, with great Difficulty, 
perſuaded even the Empreſs herſelf 
to let me hold her in her cloſe Chair 
within two Yards of the Stage, from 
whence ſhe was able to take a full View 
of the whole Performance. It was 
my good Fortune that no ill Acci- 
dent happened in theſe Entertain» 
ments, only once a fiery Horſe that 
belonged to one of the Captains paw- 
ing with his Hoof ſtruck a Hole in 
my Handkerchief, and his Foot ſlip- 
you „ he overthrew his Rider and 
imſelf; but I immediately reheved 
them both; and covering the Hole 
with one Hand, I ſet down the Troop 
with the other, in the ſame Manner 
as I took them up. 'The Horſe that 
fell was ſtrained in the left Shoulder, 
but the Rider got no Hurt, and I re- 
paired my Handkerchief as well as I 
could ; however, I would not truſt to 
the Strength of it any more in ſuch 
dangerous Enterprizes, 


ABOUT 
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Aro r two or three Days before 
1 was ſet at liberty, as I was enter- 
tarning the Court with theſe kind of 
Feats, there arrived an Expreſs to in- 
form his Majeſty, that ſome of his 
Subjects, riding near the Place where 
I was firſt taken up, had ſeen a great 
dlack Subſtance lying on the Ground 

Very odly ſhaped, extended its Edges

as high as a Man; that it was no 
living Creature, as they at firſt appre- 
hended, for it lay on the Graſs with- 
out Motion; and fome of them had 
walked round it ſeveral times: That 
by mounting upon each other's Shoul- 
ders, theyihad get to the Top, which 

was flat and even, and ſtamping up- 
on it they found it was hollow with- 
in; that they humbly conceived it 
might be ſomething belonging to the 
Man- Mountain; and if his Majeſty 
pleaſed, they would undertake to bring 
it with only five Horſes. I preſently 
knew 'what they meant, and was glad 
at heart to receive this Intelligence. 
It feems' upon my firſt reaching the

Two Days after this Adventure, 
the og) Ye having ordered that Part 
of his n quarters in and 
about his Metropolis to be in a 
readineſs, took a Fancy of diverting 
himſelf in a very þ ular Manner, 
He defired I would fand like a Co- 
Alles, Wich my Legs as far aſunder as 
I convegiently could. He then com- 
manded his General, (who was an

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old experienced Leader, and a great 
Patron of mine) to draw up the Troops 
in cloſe Order, and march them under 
me; the Foot by twenty- four in a 
Breaſt, and the Horſe by ſixteen, with 
Drums beating, Colours flying, and 
Pikes advanced. This Body conſiſted 
of three thouſand Foot, and a thou- 
ſant Horſe. His Majeſty gave Or- 
ders, upon pain of Death, that every 
Soldier in his March ſhould obſerve 
the ſtricteſt Decency, with regard to 
my Perſon; which, however, could 
not prevent ſome of the younger 
Officers from turning up their Eyes 
as they paſſed under me, And, to 
confeſs the Truth, my Breeches were 
at that time in ſo ill a Condition, 
that they afforded ſome Opportu- 
nities for Laughter and Admiration. 
I had ſent fo many Memorials and 
Petitions for my Liberty, that his 
_ Majeſty at length mentioned the Mat- 
ter firſt in the Cabinet, and then in 
a full Council; where it was oppoſed 
by none, except Skyreſh Bolgolam, who 
was pleaſed; without any Provocation, 
to be my mortal Enemy.

H E firſt Requeſt I made, after 
JE 1 had obtained my Eiberty, was 
that I might have Licence to 
ſee Mildendo, the Metropolis; which 
the Emperor eafily granted me, but 
with a Ipecial Charge to do no Hurt, 
either to the Inhabitants or their 
- Houſes, The People had Notice b 
Proclamation of my Deſign to viſit 
the Town. The Wall, which encom- 
afled it, 18 two Foot and an half” 
igh, and at leaſt eleven Inches broad, 
Jo that a Coach and Horſes may be 
driven very ſafely round it; and it 
is flanked with ſtrong Towers at ten 
Foot diſtance. I ſtept over the great 
Weſtern Gate, and paſſed very gent- 
ly, and. ſideling through the two For 
2 1 | cipa 
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cipal Streets, only in my ſhort Waiſt- 


coat, for fear of damaging the Roots: | 


and Eves of the Houſes with the Skirts: 
of my Coat. I walked with the ut- 
moſt. Circumſpection, to avoid tread- 
ing on any Stragglers, that might re- 
main in the Streets, although the Or- 
ders wery ſtrict, that all People ſnould 
keep in their Houſes, at their own, | 
Peril. The Garret-windows and Tops 
of Houſes were ſo crowded with Spec- 
tators, that I thought in al my Tra- 
vels I had not ſeen a more populous 
Place. The City is an exact Square, 
each Side of the Wall being five hun- 
dred Foot long. The two great 
Streets, which run croſs and divide 
it into four Quarters, are five Foot 
wide. The Lanes and Alleys which 
I could not enter, but only viewed 
them as I paſſed, are from twelve to 
eighteen” Inches. The Town is ca- 
pable of holding five hundred thou- 
ſand Souls. The Houſes are from three 
to five Stories. The Shops and Mar- 
kets well provided. 8 0 

T xe Emperor's Palace is in the 
Center of the City, where the two 
great Streets met. It is incloſed by 
a Wall of two Foot high, and twen- 
ty Foot diſtance from the Buildings. 
1 had bis On Permiſſion to ſtep: 
FIN 4 Dyer 
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over this Wall; and the Space being 
. fo wide between that and the Pa- 
hace, I could eaſily view it on every 
Side. The outward Court is a Square 
of forty Foot, and includes two other 
Courts: In the inmoſt are the Roy- 
al Apartments, which I was very de- 
ſirous to fee, but found it extremely 
difficult; for the great Gates, from 
one Square into another, were but 
eighteen Inches high, and feven Inch- 
es wide. Now the Buildings of the 
Huter Court were at leaſt tive Foot 
high, and it was impoflible for me to 
ſtride over them, without infinite Da- 
mage to the Pile, though the Walls 
were ſtrongly built of hewn Stone, 
and four Inches thick. At the ſame 
time the Emperor had a great Deſire 
that I ſhould- ſee the Magnificence of 
his Palace; but this I was not able 
to do till three Days after, which I 
{pent in cutting down with my Knife 
me of the largeſt Trees in the Roy- 
at Park, about an hundred Yards di- 
{tant from the City. Of theſe Trees 
I' made two Stools; each about three 
Poor high, and ſtrong enough to bear 
my Weight. The People having re- 
ceived Notice a ſecond time, I wenc 
again through the City to the Palace, 
with my two Stools in my Hands.

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hen I came to the Side of the outer 


Court, I ſtood upon one Stool, and 
took the other in my Hand: This I 
lifted over the Roof, and gently ſer 
it down on the Space between the 
firſt-and ſecond Court, which was eight 
Foot wide.

Stool to the other, and drew up the 


firſt after me with a hooked Stick. 


By this Contrivance I got into the 
inmoſt Court ; and lying down upon 
ay Side, I applied my Face to the 

indows of the middle Stories, which 
were left open on purpoſe, and diſ- 
covered the moſt ſplendid Apartments 
that can be imagined. There I faw 
che Empreſs, and the young Princes 
in theic ſeveral Lodgings, with their: - 
chief Attendants about them. Her 
Imperial Majeſty was pleaſed to ſmile 
very graciouſly upon me, and gave 
8 out of the Window her Hand to-

Bur I ſhall not anticipate the Read? 
er with farther Deſcriptions of this 
kind, becauſe I reſerve them for a 
greater Work, which is now almoſt 
ready for the Preſs, contajning a ge- 
neral Deſcription of this Empire, from 
its firſt Erection, through a long Series 
of Princes, with a' particular Account 
| D 5 of 
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of their Wars and Politicks, Laws, 
Learning, and Religion: Their Plants 
and Animals, their peculiar Manners 
and Cuſtoms, with other Matters ve- 
ry curious and uſeful; my chief De- 
ſign at preſent being only to relate 
ſuch Events and Tranſactions as hap- 
pened to the Publick or to myſelf, 
during a Reſidence of about nine 
Months in that Empire. 
One Morning, about a Fortnight 
after I had obtained my Liberty, Kel- 
dreſal, principal Secretary (as they 
ſtyle him) of private Affairs, came 
to my Houſe, attended only by one 
Servant. He ordered his Coach to 
| wait at a diſtance, and deſired, I 
would give him an Hour's Audience; 
which I readily. conſented to, on ac- 
' count” of his Quality and perſonal 
Merits, as well as the many good Of- 
fices he had done me during my Sol- 
licitations at Court. I offered to he 
down, that he might the more conve- 
niently reach my Ear; but he choſe 
rather to let me hold him in my Hand 
during our Converſation. He began 
wich Compliments on my Liberty, 
faid, he might pretend to ſome Me- 
fit in it: But, however, added, that 
if it had not been for the preſent Si- 
tuation of Things at Court, e

For, ſaid he, as flouriſhing a Condi- 
tion as we may appear to be in to 
Foreigners, we labour under two 
mighty Exils; a violent Faction at 
Home, and the Danger of an Inva- 
ſion by a moſt; potent Enemy from a- 
broad. As to the firſt, you are to 
underſtand, that for above ſeventy 
Moons pait, there have been two

e Names of Trameclſan, and 
Slameckſan, from the high and low 
Heels on their Shoes, by which they 
diſtinguiſh themſelves, It is alledged 
indeed, that the high Heels are moſt. 
agreeable to our ancient Conſtitu- 
tion: But however this be, his Ma- 
jeſty hath determined to make uſe of 
only low Heels in the Adminiſtration

High-Heels; at leaſt, we can plainly 
difiover that one of his Heels is high- 
er than the other, which gives him 
a Hobble in his Gate, Now in the 
midſt of theſe inteſtine Diſquiets, we 
are threatened with an Invaſion from 
the Iſland of Blefuſcu, which is the 
other great Empire of the Univerſe, 
almoſt as large and powerful as. this 
of his _— For as to what we 
heard you affirm, that there are other 
Kingdoms and States in the World, 
inhabited by human Creatures as 
large as yourſelf, our Philoſophers are 
in much Doubt, and would rather 
conjecture that you dropp'd from the 
Moon, or one of the Stars; becauſe 
it is certain, that an hundred Mor- 
tals of your Bulk wou'd, in a ſhort 
time, deſtroy all the Fruits and Cat- 
tle of his Majeſty's Dominions. Be- 
ſides, our Hiſtories of ſix thouſand 
Moons make no mention of any o- 
ther Regions, than the two great 
Empires of Liliput and Blefuſcu. Which 
two mighty Powers have, as I was 
going to tell you, been engaged in 
2 moſt obſtinate War for fix and 
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thirty Moons e It began upon 
the followin caſion: It is allow- 

. ed on all Hands, that the primitive 
Way of breaking Eggs, before we eat 
them, was upon the larger End: But 
his prefent Majeſty's Grandfather, 
while he was a Boy, going to cat an 
Egg, and breaking it according to 
the ancient Practice, happened to cut 
one of his Fingers. Whereupon the Em- 
. peror, his Father, publiſned an Edict, 
commanding all his Subjects, upon 
reat Penalties, to break the ſmaller 
nd of their Eggs. The People fa 
highly reſented this Law, that our 
Hiſtories tell us, there have been fix 
Rebellions raiſed on that Account; 
wherein one Emperor loſt his Life, 
and another his Crown. Theſe civil 
Commotions were conſtantly foment- 
ed by the' Monarchs of Blefuſcu ; and 
when they were quelled, the Exiles 
always fled for Refuge to that Empire. 
It is computed, that eleven thouſand 
Perſons have, at ſeveral times, ſuf- 
fered Death; rather than ſubmit to 
break their Eggs at the ſmaller End; 
Many hundred large Volumes have 


been publiſhed upon this Controver- 
{y ; But the Books of the Big-Endi-

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by Law of holdin Employment, Du-. 
ringithe Courſe of theſe Troubles, the 
Emperors of. Blefuſcu did - frequently = 
expoſtulate by their Embaſſadors, ac- 
cuſing us of making a Schiſm in Reli- 
gion, by offending againſt a funda- 
mental Doctrine of our great Prophet 
Luſtrog, in the fifry-tourth Chapter of 
the Rlundecral, (which is their Alcoran.) 
This, however, is thought to be a mere 
Strain; upon the Text: For the Words 
are thele : That all true Believers ſhall 
break. their Egg, at the convenient End : 
And which. is the convenient End, 
ſeems, in my humble Opinion, to be 
left to every Man's Conlcience, or at 
leaſt in the Power of the chief Ma- 
giſtrate to determine. Now, the Big- 
Endian Exiles have found fo much Cre- 
dit in the Emperor of Blefuſcus Court, 
and ſo much private Atfiltance and 
Encouragement from their Party here 
at home, that a bloody War hath been 
carried on between the two, Empires 
for fix and thicty Moons with various 
Succeſs ; during which time, we have 
loft forty capital Ships, and a much 
greater-Number of ſmaller Veſſels, to- 
8 with thirty thouſand of our beſt 

amen and Soldiers; and the Damage 
received by the 1 reckoned to 
be ſome what greater than ours. How 
1 | ever, 
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ever, they have now equipped a nu- 
merous Fleet, and are juſt preparing 

to make a Deſcent upon us; and his 
Imperial Majeſty, placing area Confi- 
dence in your Valour and Strength, 
hath commanded me to lay this Ac- 
count of his Affairs before you, .

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nel of eight hundred Yards wide. I 
had not yer ſeen it, and upon this No- 
tice of an intended Invaſion, I avoid- 
ed appearing on that Side of the Coaſt, 
for fear of being diſcovered by ſome 
of the Enemy's Ships, who had receiv- 
ed no Intelligence of me, all Inter- 
courſe between the two Empires ha- 
ving been ſtrictly forbidden during 
the War, upon Pain of Death, and an 
Embargo laid by our Emperor upon 
all Veſſels whatloever, I communi- 
cated to his Majeſty a Project I had 
formed of ſeizing the Enemy's whole 
Fleer: Which, as our-Scouts aſſured 
us, lay at Anchor in the Harbour rea- 
dy to fail with che firſt fair Wind. 1 
_ conſulted the moſt experienced Sea- 
men, upon the Depth of the Channel, 
which they had often plummed, who 
told me, that in the middle, at High- 
water, it was 3 Glumgluffs dee p. 
which is about ſix Foot of European 
Meaſure ; and the reſt of it fifty Glum- 
leffs at moſt. I walked towards the 
North-Eaſt Coaſt over againſt Ble- 
Lale and lying down behind a Hil- 
ock, took out my. ſmall Pocket-Per- 
ſpective-Glaſs, and viewed the Ene- 
my's Fleet at Anchor, conſiſting of 
about fifty Men of War, and a great 
Number of Tranſports: I then —

back to my Houle, and gave Order 
(for which I had a Warrant) for a 
great Quantity of the ſtrongeſt Cable 
and Bars of tron. The Cable was about 
as thick as Packthread, and the Bars 
of the Length and Size of a Knitting- 
needle. I trebled the Cable to make it 
{tronger, and for the ſame Reafon, I 
twiſted three of the Iron-Bars toge- 
ther, binding the Extremities into a 
Hook. Having thus fixed fifty Hooks 
to as man Cables, I went back to the 
North-Eaſt Coaſt, and putting off my 
Coat, Shoes, and Stockins, walked 
into the Sea in my leathern Jerkin, 
about an Hour before High-water. 1 
waded with what Haſte I could, and 
ſwam in the middlè about thirty Yards 
till I felt Ground; I arrived to the 
Fleet in leſs than half an Hour. The 
Enemy was ſo frighted when they ſaw 
me, that thiey leaped out of their Ships; 
and ſwam to ſhore, where there coul 
not be fewer than thirty thouſand 
Souls. I then took my Tackling, and 
faſtening a Hock to the- Hole at the 
Prow ot each, I tied all the Cords 
together at the End, While I was thus 
employed, the Enemy diſcharged. ſe- 
veral thouſand Arrows, many of which 
ſtuck in my Hands and Face; and, 
belides the exceflive Smart, gave me 


by 
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much Diſturbance i my Work. My 


omen  Apprehenſion was for mine 
yes, which I ſhould have infallibly 
loſt, if I had not ſuddenly, thou 


_ of an Expedient. I kept among other 
little Neceſſaries a pair of Spedacles 


in a private Pocket, which, as I ob- 
ſerved before, had eſcaped the Em- 
peror's Searchers; Theſe I took out 
and faſtened as ſtrongly. as I could 
upon my Noſe, and thus armed went 
on ' boldly witty my Work in ſpight 
of the 's Arrows, many of 
which ſtruck againſt. the Glaſſes of 
Spectacles,” but. without any other 
Effect, further than a little to diſ- 
dmpoſe- them.” I had now faſtened all 
the Hooks; and taking the -Knot in 
my Hand, began to pull; but not a 
Sp would ftir, for they were alF coo 
faſt held by their Anchors, ſo that 


mained. I therefore 
and leaving the Hooks fixed to the 
Ships, I refolutely cut with my Knife 
the Cables that faſtened the Anchors, 
ng above two hundred Shots 
in my 


ace and Hands; then I took 


up tlie knotted End of the Cables to 
Wich my Hooks were tied, and _

die bold Pate of A wg wie re- 
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reat Eaſe drew fifty of the Enemy's 
— eſt Men, of War after me. 

H E Blefuſcudians, who had not the 
leaſt Imagination of what I intend- 
ed, were at firſt confounded with 
Aſtoniſhment. They had ſeen me cut 
the Cables, and thought my Deſign 

was only to let the Ships run a- drift, 
or fall foul on each other: but when 
they perceived the whole Fleet mov- 
ing in Order, and ſaw me pulling 
at the End, ſet up ſuch a Scream 
of Grief and Deſpair, that it is al- 
molt impoſſible to deſeribe or conceive. 
When I had got out of Danger, I 
ſtopt a while to pick out the Arrows: 
that ſtuck in my Hands and Face; 
and rubbed on ſome of the ſame Oint- 
ment that was given me at my firii 
Arrival, as I have formerly mention- 
ed. I then took off my Spectacles, 
and waiting about an Hour till the 
Tide was à little fallen, I waded 
through the middle with my Cargo, 
and arrived ſafe at the Royal Fort 
of Lilliput. nend 

THE Emperor and his whole Court 
ſtood on the Shore expecting the Iſſue 
of this great Adventure. They ſaw 


the Ships move forward in a large 
Half-Moon, but could nor diſcern ' 


me, who was up to my Breaſt in 
5 Water. 
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Water. When I advanced to the 
middle of the Channel, they were 
yet in more Pain, -becauſe I was un- 
der Water to my Neck. The Em- 
peror concluded 'me to be drowned, 
and that the Enemy's Fleet was ap- 
2 in a hoſtile Manner: But 
e was ſoon eaſed of his Fears, for 

the Channel growing ſhallower every 
ſtep I made, I came in a ſhort time 
within hearing, and holding up the 
End'of the Cable by which the Fleet 
was faſtened, I cried in a loud Voice, 
Long live the moſt puiſſant Emperor of 
Lilliput / This great Prince received 
me at my Landing with all poſſible 
Encomiums, and created me a Nardac 
upon the Spot, which is the higheſt 
itle of} Honour among them. 

* HIS 2 deſir Nr take 
ome , other rtunity of bringing 
all the reſt of ay — 4 Shine 1nto- 
his Ports. And ſo unmeaſurable is 
the Ambition of Princes, that he ſeem- 
ed to think of nothing leſs than 
reducing the whole Empire of Blefuſcu 
into a Province, and governing it 
by a Vice-Roy ; of deſtroying the 
Big-Endian Exiles, and compelling thac 
People to break the ſmaller End of 
their Eggs, by which he would remain 
the ſole Monarch of the whole * 
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But I endeavour'd to divert him from 
his Deſign, by many Arguments drawn 
from the Topicks of Policy as well 
as Juſtice: And T plainly proteſted, ' 
that 1 would never be an Inſtrument 
of bringing a free and brave People 
into Slavery. And when the Matter 
was debated in Council, the wiſeſt 

Part of the Miniſtry were of my Opi- 
nion. . | 

TRIS open bold Declaration of 
mine was ſo oppoſite to the Sehemes 
and Politicks of his Imperial Majeſty, 
that he could never forgive it; he 
mentioned it in a very artful Manner 
at Council, where I was told that 
ſome of the wiſeſt appeared, at leaſt, 
by their Silence, to be of my Opini- 
on; but. others, who were my ſecret 
Enemies, could not ferbear fome Ex- 
preſſions, which by a ſide-wind re- 
flected on me. And from this time 
oy ug an Intrigue. between his Ma- 
jeſty, and a Junto of Miniſters mali- 
ciouſly bent againſt me, which broke 
out in leſs than' two Months, and had 
like to have ended in my utter De- 
ſtruction. Of fo little Weight are the 
zreateſt Services to Princes, when put 
into the Ballance with a Refuſal to 
gratify their Paſſions. 
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Asour three Weeks after this Ex- 
ploit, there arrived a ſolemn Embaſſy 
from Blefuſcu, with humble Offers of 
a Peace; which was ſoon concluded 
upon Conditions very advantageous 
to our Emperor, wherewith 1 ſhall 
not trouble the Reader. There were 
ſix Ambaſſadors, with a Train of a- 
bout five hundred Perſons, and. their 
Entry was very 1 ſuitable 
£0 the Grandeur of their Maſter, and 
the Importance of their Buſineſs. When 
their Treaty was finiſhed, wherein I 
did them ſeveral good Offices by the 
Credit I now had, or at leaſt appear- 
ed to have at Court, their Excel- 
lencies, who were privately told how 
much I had been their Friend, made 
me a Viſit in Form. They began 
with many Compliments upon my 
* and Generoſity, invited me 
to t 
Maſter's Name, and deſired me to ſhew 
them ſome Proofs of my prodigious 
Strength, of which they had heard ſo 
many Wonders; wherein I readily 
obliged them, but ſhall not trouble 
the 1 with the Particulars. 
' Warevn I had for ſome time en- 
tertained their Excellencies to their 
infinite Satisfaction and Surprize, I 
deſired they would do me the Ho- 
a 5 nour 
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nour to preſent my moſt humble Re- 
ſpects to the Emperor their Maſter, 
the Renown of whole Virtues had 
ſo juftly filled the whole World with 
Admiration, and whoſe Royal Perſon 
I reſolved to attend before I return- 
ed to my own Country: accordingly, 


the next time I had the Honour to 


ſee our Emperor, I deſired his gene- 
ral Licence to wait on the 2 In 
dian Monarch, which he was pleas d 

to grant me, as T could plainly per- 
ceive, in a very cold Manner; but 
could not gueſs the Reaſon, till I 
had a Whiſper from a certain Per- 


ſon, that Fiimnap and Bolgolam had 


repreſented my Intercourſe with thoſe 
Ambaſladors as a Mark of Diſaffec- 
tion, from which I am ſure my Heart 


| was wholly free. And this was the 


firſt time I began to conceive ſome 
— Idea of Courts and Mini- 
ers. . 8 
Ir is to be obſerved, that theſe 
Ambaſſadors ſpoke to me by an In- 
ter preter, the Languages of both Em- 
pires differing as much from each o- 
ther as any two in Europe, and each 
Nation priding itſelf upon the Anti- 
quity, Beauty, and Energy of their 
own Tongues, with an. avowed Con- 
tempt for that of their Neighbour; 
| | | yet 
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yet our Emperor ſtanding upon the 
Advantage he had got by the Seiſure 
of their Fleet, obliged them to deli- 
yer their Credentials, and make their 
Speech in the Lilliputian Tongue. And 


it muſt be confeſſed, that from the 


great Intercourſe of Trade and Com- 


merce between both Realms, from 


the continual Reception of Exiles, 
which is mutual among them, and 


from the Cuſtom in each Empire to 


ſend their young Nobility and richer 
Gentry to the other, in order to po- 


liſh themſelves by ſeeing the World, 


and underſtanding Men and Man- 


ners; there are few Perſons of Di- 


ſtinction, or Merchants, or Seamen, 
who dwell in the maritime Parts, but 
what can hold Converſation in both 
Tongues; as I found ſome Weeks at- 


ter, when I went to pay my Reſpects 


to the Emperor of Blefuſcu, which 
in the midſt of Great Misfortunes, 
through the Malice of my Enemies, 
proved a very happy Adventure to 
me, as I ſhall relate in its proper 


Place. 


T xt Reader may remember, that 
when I ſigned thoſe Articles upon 
which I recovered my Liberty, there 
were ſome which I diſliked upon Ac- 


count of their being too ſervile, nei- 


ther 
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ther could any thing but an extreme 
neceſſity have forced me to ſubmit. 


But being now a Nardac of the high- 
eſt Rank in that Empire, ſuch Offi- 
ces were looked upon as below my 


Dignity, and the Emperor (to do him 
Juſtice) never once mentioned them 
to me. However, it was not long 


before I had an Opportunity of do- 


ing his Majeſty, at leaſt, as I then 
thought, a moſt ſignal Service. I was 


alarmed at Midnight with the Cries 


of many hundred People at my Door; 


by which being ſuddenly awaked, 1 


was in ſome kind of Terror. I heard 


the word Burglum repeated inceflant« 


ly: Several of the Emperor's Court, 
making their way through the Croud, 
intreated me to come immediately to 


the Palace, where her Imperial Ma- 


jeſty's Apartment was on fire, by 
the Careleſneſs of a Maid of Honour 
who fell aſleep while ſhe was read- 
ing a Romance. I got up in an In- 
ſtant; and Orders being given to 
clear the way before me, and it be- 
ing likewiſe a Moon-ſhine Night, I 
made a ſhift to get to the Palace, 


without Ig on any of the Peq- 
they ha art ap. 4 ap- 


ple. I foun 
plied Ladders to the Walls of the ap- 
partment, and were well provided 
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with Buckets, but the Water was at 
ſome diltance, Theſe Buckets were 
about the ſize of a large Thimble, and 
the poor People ſupplied me with them 
as faſt as they could; but the Flame 
was ſo violent that they did little 
good. I might eaſily have ſtifled it 
with my Coat, which I unfortunate- 

ly left behind me for haſte, and came 

away only in my. leathern Jerkin. 
The Cale ſeemed wholly deſperate 
and deplorable, and this magnificent 
Palace would, have infallibly been 
burnt down to the Ground, if, by a 
Preſence of Mind, unuſual to me, I 
had not ſuddenly thought of an Ex- 
pedient. I had the Evening before 
drank plentitully of a moſt delicious 
Wine, called Glimigrim, (the Blefuſcu- 
dians call it Flance, but ours is eſteemed 
the better ſort) which is very diure- 
tick. By the luckieſt Chance in the

Pile, which had coſt ſo many Ages 
in erecting, preſerved from Defiruo- 
IT was now Day-light, and I re- 
turned to. my Houſe, without wait- 
ing to congratulate with the Em- 
peror ; becauſe, although T had done 
a very eminent piece of Service, yet 
I could not tell how his Majeſty might 
reſent the Manner by which I had 
performed it: For, by the fundamen- 
tal Laws of the Realm, it is Capital 
in any Perſon, of what Quality ſo- 
ever, to make Water within the Pre- 
cincts of the Palace. But I was @ 
little comforted by a Meſſage from 
his Majeſty, that he would give Or- 
ders to the grand Juſticiary for paſ- 
ſing my Pardon in Form; which, how- 
ever, I could not obtain. And I was 
privately aſſured, the Empreſs, con- 
ceiving the greateſt Abhorrence of 
what I had done, removed to the 
moſt diſtant Side of the Court, firmly 
relolved that thoſe Buildings ſhould ne- 
ver be repaired for her Uſe; and, in 
the Preſence of her chief Confidents, 
could not forbear yowing Revenge.

Of the Inbabitants of Lilliput ; their Learn - 
ing, Laws, Cuſtoms, the Manner 
| of Educating their Children, The Au- 
thor's Way of Living in that Country. 
VH Vindication of a great Lady. 


Deſcription of this Empire 
do a particular Treatiſe, yet, 
iin the mean time, I am con- 
tent to gratify the curious Reader 
with ſome general Ideas. As the com- 
mon Size of the Natives is ſomewhat 
under fix Inches high, ſo there is an 
exact Proportion in all other Animals, 
as well as Plants and Trees: For In- 
ftance, the talleſt Horſes and Oxen 
are between four and five Inches in 
height, the Sheep an Inch and a half, 
more or leſs; their Geefe about the 
bigneſs of a Sparrow, and ſo the ſe- 
feveral gradations downwards, till you 
come to the ſmalleſt, which to my 
Sight were almoſt inviſible ; but Na- 
ture bath adapted the Eyes of the 
Lilliputians to all Objects proper = 
their 
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their View: They ſee with great ex- 
actneſs but at no great diſtance. And 
to ſhew the ſharpneſs of their Sight 
towards Objects that are near, I have 
been much pleaſed obſerving a Cook 

ulling a Lark, which was not ſo 
rge as 2 common Fly; and a young 
Girl threading an inviſible Needle 
with inviſible Silk. Their talleſt Trees 
are about ſeven Foot high: I mean 
ſome of thoſe in the great Royal 
Park, the tops whereof k could but 
juſt reach with my Fiſt clinched. The 
other Vegetables are in the ſame pro- 
portion ; but this I leave to the Read- 
er's Imagination. | PL 
I sHALL ſay but little at preſent of 
their Learning: which for many Ages 
hath flouriſhed in all its Branches a- 
mong them: But their Manner ot 
writing is very peculiar, being ner 
ther from the left to the right, like 
the Europeans; nor from the right to 
the left, like the Arabiant; nor from 
down to up, like the Caſcagians ; but 
aſlant from one Corner of the Paper 

to the other, like Ladies in England. 
TRE bury their Dead with their 
Heads directly downwards, becauſe 
they hold an Opinion, That in eleven 
thouſand Moons they are all to riſe 
again, in which Period the Earth 
| E 3 (which 
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which they conceive to be flat) will 
rn upſide-down, and by this means 
they ſhall, at their Reſurrection, be 
found ready ſtanding on their Feet, 
The Learned among them confeſs the 
Abſurdity of this Doctrine, but the 
Practice ſtill continues, in compliance 
to the Vulgar. 

- THERE are ſome Laws and Cuſtoms 
in this Empire very peculiar; and if 
they were not ſo directly contrary 
to thoſe of my own dear Country, I 
ſhould be tempted to ſay a little in 
their Juſtification, It is only to be 
wiſhed, they were as well executed. 
The firſt I ſhall mention, relates to 
Informers. All Crimes againft the 
State are puniſhed here with the ut- 
moſt. Severity ; but if the Perſon ac- 


cuſed maketh his Innocence plainly to 


appear upon his Trial, the Accuſer 
is immediately put to an ignominious 
Death; and out of his Goods or Lands, 
the innocent Perſon is 228 re- 
compenſed for the Loſs of his Time, 
for the Danger he underwent, for 
the Hardſhip of his Impriſonment, 
and for all the Charges he hach been 
at in making his Defence. Or, it 
that Fund be deficient, it 1s largely 
fapplied by the Crown. The Emperor 


does alfo confer on him ſome publick 
i Mark 
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Mark of his Favour, and Proclama- 
tion is made of his Innocence through 
the whole City, _ 
TRE look upon Fraud as a 
reater Crime than Theft, and there- 
Fire ſeldom fail to puniſh it with 
Death; for they  alledge, that care 
and vigilance, with. a very common 
Underſtanding, may preſerve a Man's 
Goods from Thieves, but Honeſty has 
no Fence againſt ſuperior Cunning : 
and ſince it is neceſſary that there 
ſhould be a perpetual Intercourſe cf 
buying and ſelling, and dealing upon 
Credit, where Fraud 1s permitted or 
connived at, or hath no Law to pu- 
niſh it, the honeſt Dealer is always 
undone, and the Knave gets the Ad- 
vantage, I remember when I was 
once interceding with the King for a 
Criminal, who had wronged his Ma- . 
ſter of a great Sum of Money, which 
he had received by Order, and ran 
away with ; and happening ta tell his . 
Majeſty, by way of Extenuation, that 
it was only a, Breach of Truſt; the 
Emperor thought it monſtrous in me 
to offer, as à Defence, the greateſt 
Aggravation of the Crime : And tru- 
ly I had little to fay in return, farther 
than the common Anſwer, that diffe- 
| E 4 © 2 
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rent Nations had different Cuſtoms; 
for, I confeſs, I was heartily aſhamed, 

ALT RHOUOGH we-uſually call Reward 
and Puniſhment the two Hinges upon 
which all Government turns, yet I 
could never obſerve this Maxim to be 
put in practice by any Nation except 
that of Lilliput, Whoeves can there 
bring ſufficient Proof that he hath 
ſtrictly obſerved the Laws of his Coun- 
try, for ſeyenty-three Moons, had a 
Claim to certain Privileges, accord- 
ing to his Quality and Condition of 
Lite, with a " ads tne ap a2 Sum of 
Money out of a Fund appropriated 
for that Uſe : He likewiſe acquires the 
Title of Sxilpall, or Legal, which is ad- 
ded to his Name, but does not de- 
ſcend to his Poſterity. And theſe 
People thought it a prodigious Defect 
of Policy among us, when I told them 
that our Laws were enforced only by 


| Penalties, without any mention of Re- 


ward. It is upon this Account that 
the Image of Juſtice, in their Courts 
of Judicature, is formed with fix Eyes, 
two before, as many behind, and on 
each fide one, to fignify Circumſpec- 
tion; with a Bag of Gold open in her 
Right Hand, and a Sword ſheathed in 
her Left, to ſhew ſhe is more diſpoſed 
to reward than to punith, R

Ix chuſing Perſons for all Employ- 
ments, . have more Regard to 
d Morals than to great Abilities; 
— ſince Government is neceſſary to 
Mankind, they believe that the com- 
mon Size of human Underſtandings is 
fitted to ſome Station or other, and 
that Providence never intended to 
make the Management of publick Af- 
fairs a Myſtery, to be comprehended 
only by a few Perſons of ſublime Ge- 
nius, of which there ſeldom are three 
born in an Age : But they ſuppoſe 
Truth, Juſtice, Temperance, and the 
like, to be in every Man's Power, the 
Practice of which Virtues, aſſiſted by 
Experience and a good Intention, 
would qualify any Man for the Ser- 
vice of his Country, except where a 
courſe of Study is required, But they 
thought the want of moral Virtues was 
ſo far from being ſupplied by ſuperior 
Endowments of the Mind, that Em- 
loyments could never be put into 
uch dangerous Hands as thoſe gf 
Perſons ſo qualified; and at leaſt, that 
the Miſtakes, committed by Ignorance 
in a virtuous Diſpoſition, would ne- 
ver be of ſuch fatal Conſequence to 
the Publick Weal, as the Practices of 
a Man whoſe Inclinations led him to 
be corrupt, and had great Abilities to 
E 5 manag 
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manage and multiply, and defend.his 
Corruptions. k en en 
«In like manner, the Disbelief of a 
Divine Providence renders a Man un- 
capable of holding any publick Sta- 
tion; For ſince Kings avow them- 
felves to be the Deputies of Provi- 
dence," the Lillipatians think nothing 
can be more abſurd than for a Prince 
to employ ſuch Men as diſown the 
Authority under which he acts. 
In relating theſe and the follow- 
ing Laws, I would only be underſtood 
to mean the original Inſtitutions, and 
not the moſt ſcandalous Corruptions 
into which theſe People are fallen 
| 1 the degenerate Nature of Man. 
or as to that — * — of 
acquiring great Employments by danc- 
ing an Ens Ropes, on Badges of Fa- 
your and Diſtinction by leaping over 
Sticks, and creeping under them, 
the Reader is to obſerve, that the 
were firſt introduced by the Grand- 
father of the Emperor now reigning, 
and grew to the preſent height, b 
the gradual increaſe of Party an 
Faction. Na 
InozaTrTUDE is among them a 
capital Crime, as we read it to have 
deen in ſome other Countries; for 
they reaſon thus, that wWhoever 
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ill returns to his Benefactor, muſt 
needs be a common Enemy to the 
reſt of Mankind, from whom he hath 
received no Obligation, and therefore 
ſuch a Man is not fit to live. 
TBEIR Notions relating to the 
Duties of Parents and Children dif- 
fer extremely from ours. For, ſince 
the Conjunction of Male and Female 
is founded upon the great Law of Na- 
ture, in order to propagate and con- 
tinue the Species, the Lilliputians will 
needs have it, that Men and Wo- 
men are joined together like other 
Animals, by the Motives of Concu- 
piſcence; and that their Tenderneſs 
towards their Young proceeds from 
the like natural Principle: For which 
Reaſon. they will never allow, that a 
Child is under any Obligation to his 
Father for begetting him, or his Me- 
ther for bringing him into the World, 
which, conſidering the miſeries of hu- 
man Lite, was neither a Benefit in 
welt, or intended fo by his Parents, 
- whole thoughts in their Love-Encoun- 
ters were otherwiſe employed. Up- 
on thele, and the like Reafonings, 
their Opinion is, that Parents are 
the laſt of all others to be truſted 
with the Education of their own Chil- 
dren; And therefore they have in e- 
4 | very 
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very Town publick Nurſeries, where 
all Parents, except Cottagers and La- 
bourers, are obliged to ſend their In- 
fants of both Sexes to be reared and 
educated when they come to the 
Age of twenty Moons, at which time 
they are fuppoſed to have ſome Ru- 
_ diments of - Docility. Theſe Sehools 
are of ſeveral kinds, ſuited to different 
Qualities, and to both Sexes. They 
have certain Profeſſors well skilled in 
in preparing Children for ſuch a 
Condition of Life as befits the rank 
of their Parents, and their own Ca- 
pacities as well as Inclinations. I 
all firſt ſay ſomething of the male 

| Nurſeries, and then of the Female. 
Tae Nurſeries for Males of noble 
or eminent Birth, are provided with 
ve and learned Profeſſors, and their

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then are obliged to dreſs themſelves, 
although their quality be ever ſo great; 
and the Women attendants, who are 
aged proportionably to ours at fifty 
3 only the moſt menial Offices. 
hey are never ſuffered to converſe 
with Servants but go together in ſmall 
or greater numbers to take their Diver- 
ſions, and always in the Preſence of 
a Profeſſor, or one of his Deputies; 
whereby they avoid thoſe carly bad 
Impreſſions of Folly and Vice to 
which our Children are ſubject. Their 
Parents are ſuffered to fee them on- 
ly twice a Lear; the Viſit is to laſt 
but an hour. They are allowed to- 
kiſs the Child at meeting and parting; 
but a Profeſſor, who always ſtands by 
on thoſe Occafions, will not fuffer 
them to whiſper, or uſe any fondling 
Expreſſions, or bring any Preſents of 
Toys, Sweet-meats, and the like. 
H E Penſion from each Family for 
the Education and Entertainment of a 
Child, upon Failure of due Payment, 
is levied by the Emperor's Officers. 
Taz Nurſeries for Children ef or- 
dinary Gentlemen, Merchants, Fraders, 
and Handicrafts, are managed: pro- 
portionably after the ſame Manner ; 
only thoſe deſigned for Trades, are 
put out Apprentices at eleyen _ 
EN es Qa, 
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old, whereas thoſe of Perſons of Qua- 
lity continue in their Nutſeries till 
. fifteen, which anſwers to one and 
twenty with us: But the Confine- 
ment is gradually leſſened for the laſt 
three Lears. | 
* In the female Nurſeries, the young 
Garls of Qualicy are educated much 
like the Males, only they are dreſ- 
| ſed by orderly Servants of their own 
| Sex; but _"_— in the Preſence of 
2 Profeſſor or Deputy, till they come to 
_ dreſs themſelves, which is at five Years 
old. And if it be found that theſe 
- Nurſes ever preſume to entertain the 
Girls with frightful or foohſh Sto- 
ries, or the common Follies practiſ- 
ed by Chamber-Maids among us, 
they are publickly whipped thrice a- 
bout the City, impriſoned for a Year, 
and baniſhed for Life to the moſt de- 
folate Part of the Country. Thus the 
poung Ladies there are as much a- 
þ —— of being Cowards and Fools, 
as the Men, and deſpiſe all perſonal 
Ornaments beyond Decency and 
. Cleanlineſs: Neither did 1 perceive 
any Difference in their Education, 
made by their Difference of Sex, on- 
ly that the Exerciſes of the Females 
were not altogether ſo robuſt; and 
that ſome Rules were given them re- 
1 2 lating 


lating to domeſtick Life, and a ſmaller 
Compaſs of Learning was enjoined 
them: For the Maxim is, that a | 
People of Quality, a Wife ſhould: be 
always a reaſonable and agreeable 
Companion, becauſe ſhe. cannot al- 
ways be young. When the Girls are 
twelve Years old, which among them 
is the marriageable Age, their Parents 
or Guardians take them home, with 
great Expreſſions of Gratitude to the 
Profeſſors, and ſeldom without Tears 
of the young Lady and her Compa- 
nions.

In the Nurſeries of Females of the 
meaner Sort, the Children are inſtruct- 
ed in all Kinds of Works proper for 
their Sex, and their ſeveral Degrees: 
Thoſe intended for Apprentices, are 
diſmiſs'd at nine Years old, the reſt 
are kept to thirteen. > Ing; 
TAE meaner Families, who have 
Children at theſe Nurſeries, are ob- 
hged, beſides their annual Penſion, 
which is as low as poſſible, to return 
to the Steward of the Nurſery a imall 
monthly ſhare of their Gettings, to be a 
Portion for the Child; and therefore all 
Parents are limited in their Expences 
by the Law.

- the curious Reader, ro give ſome Ac- 
count of my Domeſtick, and my Man- 
ner of Living in this Country, during 

a Reſidence of nine Months and thir- 
teen Days. Having a Head mecha- 
nically turned, and being likewiſe 
forced by Neceſſity, I had made for 
myſelf a Table and Chair convenient 
enough, out of the largeſt Trees in 
the Royal Park. Two hundred Semp- 
ſtreſſes were employed to make me 
Shirts, and Linen for Bed and Table, 
all of the ſtrongeſt and coarſeſt . = 
* tney 
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they could get; which, however, they 
were forced to quilt together in ſe- 
veral Folds, for the thickeſt was ſome 
degrees finer than Lawn. Their Li- 
nen is uſually three Inches wide, and 
three Foot make a Piece. The Semp- 
ſtreſſes took my Meaſure as I lay on 
the Ground, one ſtanding at my Neck, 
and another at my Mid-leg, with a 
ſtrong Cord extended, that each held 
by the End, while the third meaſur- 
ed the Length of the Cord with a 
Rule of an Inch long. Then they 
meaſured my right Thumb, and deſir- 
ed no more; for by a mathematical 
Computation, that twice round the 
Thumb is once round the Wriſt, and 
ſo on to the Neck and the Waſte, 
and by the Help of my old Shirt, 
which I diſplayed on the Ground be- 
fore them for a Pattern, they fitted 
me exactly.

I had three hundred Cooks to dreſs 
my Victuals, in little convenient Huts 
built about my Houſe, where they and 
their Families hved, and prepared me 
two Diſhes a- piece. I took np twenty 
Waiters in my Hand, and placed them 
on the Table, an hundred more at- 
tended below on the Ground, ſome 
with Diſnes of Meat, and ſome with 
Barrels of Wine, and other Liquors, 
Hung on their Shoulders; all which 
the Warmers above drew up as I want- 


aa, in a very ingenious Manner, by 


certain Cords, as we draw the Bucket 
up a Welt in Europe. A Diſh of their 
Meat was a good Mouthful, and a 
Barrel of their Liquor a reaſonable 
Draught. Their Mutton yields to 
ours, but their Beef is excellent. I 
have had a Sirloin ſo large, that I 
have been forced to make three Bits 
of it; but this is rare. My Servants 
were aſtoniſhed to fee me cat it Bones 
and all, as in our Country we do the 
Leg of a Lark, Their Geeſe and

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Turkeys I uſually eat at a Mouthful, 
and I muſt confeſs they far exceed 
ours.

. Poſtulations, he was pleaſed. to grant. 
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I ͤ did very much wonder, in all 
this time, not to have heard of any 
Exprels relating to me, from our Em- 
ror to the Court of Blefuſcu. But 
i was afterwards given privately: to 
underſtand, that his Imperial Majeſty, 
never imagining I had the leaſt no- 
tice of his Deſigns, believ'd I was only 
one to Blefuſcu in performance of my 
Promiſe. according to the Licence he 
had given me, which. was well known 
at our Court, and would return in a 
few Days when the Ceremony was 
ended. But he was at laſt in pain 
at my long Abſence; and, after con- 
ſulting with. the Treaſurer, and the 
reſt of that Cabal, a Perſon of Qua- 
lity was diſpatched. with the Copy of 
the Articles: againſt me. This Envoy 
had. Inſtructions to repreſent to the. 
Monarch of Blefuſcu the great Lenity 
of his Maſter, who was content to 
uniſh me no farther than with the

TE Emperor of cu having taken 
three Days to — — an 
2 conſiſting of many Civilities 
and Excuſes. He ſaid, that as for 
ſending me bound, his Brother knew 
it was impoſſible; that although I had 
+ deprived him of his Fleet, yet he 
owed great Obligations to me for 
many g good Offices I had done him in 
the Peace. That however both 
their Majefties would ſoon be made 
eaſy; for I had found a prodigi- 
ann Veel on the Shore, able to carry 
me on the Sea, which he had given 
Order to fit up with my own Affi- 
ſtance and Direction; and he hoped 
in a few Weeks both ires would 
be freed from ſo inen an In- 

cumbrance. 

Wir this Anſwer the Envoy re- 
turn d to — 2 and the Monarch of 
Blefuſcu related to me all that had paſt; 
offering me at the ſame time (but un- 
der the ſtricteſt Confidence) his gra- 
cious Protection, if I would continue 
in bis Service; wherein although I 
believed him ſincere, yet I reſolved 


never more to put any Confidence 
in 3 Miniſters, where I could 
| ** 
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poſſibly avoid it; and therefore, with 
all due Acknowledgments for his fa- 
vourable Intentions, I humbly begged” 
to be excuſed. I told him, that ſince 
Fortune, whether good or evil, had 
thrown a Veſſel in my way, I was 
reſolved to venture myſelf in the O- 
cean, rather than be an occaſion of 
difference between two ſuch mighty 
Monarchs. Neither did I find the Em- 

peror at all diſpleaſed; and I diſcover'd, 
by a certain Accident, that he was ve- 
ry glad of 1 n and ſo were 
moſt of his Miniſters. 
THrese Conſiderations moved me, 
to haſten my Departure ſomewhat * 
ſooner than I intended ; to which the 
Court, impatient to have me gone, 
very readily contributed. Five hun- 
dred Workmen were imployed to make 
two Sails to my Boat, according to 
my Directions, by 7— thirteen 
fold of their ſtrongeſt Linen together. 1 
was at the pains of making Ropes and 
Cables, by twiſting ten, twenty, or 
thirty of the thickeſt and ſtrongeſt of 
theirs, A great Stone that I happen'd 
to find, after a long Search by the 
Sea ſhore, ſerved me for an Anchor. 
I had the Tallow of three hundred 
Cows for greaſing my Boat, and other 
Uſes. I Was at incredible pains in cut- 
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ting down ſome of the largeſt Tim- 
| ber-Trees for Oars and Mails, where- 
in I was, however, much aſſiſted by 
his Majeſty's Ship-Carpenters, who 
helped me in ſmoothing them after 
Thad done the rough Work. 

In about a Month, when all was 

epared, I ſent to receive his Ma- 
eſty's: Commands, and to take my 
Leave. The Emperor and royal. Fa- 
mily came out of the Palace; I la 
down. on my Face to kiſs his 0 
which he very graciouſly gave me; 
ſo did the Empreſs, and young Princes. 
of the Blood. His Majeſty. preſent- 
+ cd. me with fifty Purſes of two hun- 
dred Sprugs a piece, together with. his 
Picture at full length, which I put 
2 into one of my Gloves, 
to keep. it from being hurt. The Ce- 
remanies at my Departure were too 
many to trouble the Reader with at 
er 
I ſtored the Boat with the Carcaſ- 
| ſes of. an hundred: Oxen, and three 
hundred Sheep, with Bread and Drink 
proportionable; and as much Meat 
ready dreſſed as four hundred Cooks 
could provide. F took with me- fix 
Cows and two Bulls alive, with. as 
many Ewes and Rams, intending, to 
carry them into my own Country, 
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and propagate the Breed. And to 
feed them on board, I had a good 
Bundle of Hay, and a Bag of Corn, 
I would gladly have taken a Dozen 
of the Natives, but this was a thing 
the Emperor would by no means per- 
mit; and beſides a diligent Search in- 
to my Pockets, his Majeſty engag- 
ed my Honour not to carry awa 
any of his Subjects, although with 

their own Conſent and Deſire. 
Havincg thus prepared all things 
as well as I was able, I fer fail on 
the twenty-fourth Day of September 
. 170T, at fix in the Morning; and 
when I had gone about four Leagues 
to the Northward, the Wind being 
at South-Eaſt, at fix in the Evening, 
I deſcried a ſmall Ifland about halt 
a 2 to the North-Weſt. I ad- 
vanced forward, and caſt Anchor on 
the Lee-ſide of the Iſland, which 
ſeemed to be uninhabited. I then took 
ſome Refreſhment, and went to 
reſt.

K is not caly to expreſs the Joy I 
was in upon the unexpected hope of 


once more ſeeing my beloved Coun- 


try, and the dear Pledges I left in 
it. The Ship ſlackened her Sails, and 
I came up with her between five and 
fix in the Evening, September 26 ; but 


my Heart leapt, within me to ſee her 


. Engliſh Colours. I put my Cows and 
Sheep into my Coat-Pockets, and got 
on board with all my little Cargo of 


Proviſions. The Veſſel was an Engliſh 


Merchant- man, returning from Japan 
by. the North and Souti-Seas; the Cap-

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very.civil Man, and an excellent Sai. 
or, We we were now in the Lati- 
tude of 30 Degrees South, there were 
about fifty Men in che Ship 8 here 
I met an old Comrade of mie, once 
Peter Milliams, who. gave me a good 
Character to the Captain. This Gen- 
tleman treated me with Kindneſs, 
and deſired I would let him know 
what place I came from laſt and whither 
I was bound; which I did in a few 
Words, but he thought I was raving, 
and that the Dangers I underwent 
had diſturbed my Head; whereupon 
I took my Black Cattle and Sheep 
out of my Pocket, which, after great 
Aſtoniſhment, clearly convinced him 
of my Veracity. I then ſhewed him 
the Gold given me by the Emperor 
of Lilliput, together with his Ma- 
jeſty's Picture at full Length, and ſome 
other Rarities of that Country. I gave 
him two Purſes of two hundred Sprugs 
each, and promiſed, when we arrived 
in England, to make him a preſent of 
a Cow and a Sheep big with young.

Rats on board carried away one of my 

Sheep; I found her Bones in a Hole, 
picked clean from the Fleſh.

and ſet them a grazing in a Bowling- 
Green at Greenwich, where the fine- 
neſs of the Graſs, made them feed 
very heartily, though I had always 
feared the contrary : Neither could I 
poſſibly have preſerved them in ſo 
ong. a Voyage, it the Captain had 
not allowed me ſome. of his beſt Biſ- 
ket, which rubbed to Powder, and 
mingled with Water, was their con- 
ſtant Food. The ſhort time I conti- 
nued in England, I made a conſide- 
rable Profit by ſhewing my Cat- 
tle to many Perſons of Quality, and 
others: And before I began my ſe- 
cond Voyage, I fold them tor fix hun- 
dred Pounds. Since my laſt Return, 
I find the Breed. is conſiderably in- 
creaſed, eſpecially the Sheep which 
1 hope. will prove much to the Ad- 
vantage of the Woollen Manufacture, 
by the Fineneſs of the Fleeces. 

I ſtayed but two Months with my 
Wife and Family; for my inſatiable 
Deſire of ſeeing foreign Countries 
would ſuffer me to continue no lon- 
ger. I left fifteen hundred Pounds 
with my Wite, and fixed her in a 

good 
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good Houſe at Redriff. My remain- 

ing Stock I carried with me, part in 
oor, and part in Goods, 1n 8 
to improve my Fortunes. My eldeſt 
Uncle :; Jobn had left me an Eſtate, 
in Land, near Epping, of about thirty 
Pounds a Year; and I had a long 
Leaſe of the Black-Bull in Fetter-Lane, 
which yielded me as much more : So 
that I was not in any danger of leav- 
ing my Family upon the Pariſh. My 
Son Jobnny, named ſo after his Uncle, 
was at the Grammar School, and a 
towardly Child, My Daughter Betty 

(who 1s now well married, and has 
Children) was then at her Needle- 
Work. I took leave of my Wife, and Boy 
and Girl, with tears on both ſides, and 
went on board the Adventure, a Mer- 
chant-Ship, of three hundred Tons, 
bound tor Surat, Captain Fohn Nicho- 
las of Leverpool Commander.

A great Storm deſcribed, the Long- Boat 
ſent to fetch Water, the Author goes 
-with it to diſcover the Country. He is 
left on Shore, is ſeized by one of the 
Natives, and carried to 4 Farmer's 
Houſe, His Reception there, with ſe- 
veral Accidents that happened there. A 
Deſeription of the Inhabitants. * 


AVIN& been condemned by 
Nature and Fortune to an ac- 
tive and reſtleſs Life, in two 
months after my Return, I again left 
my native Country, and took ſhip- 
ping in the Downs on the 20ch Day 
of June 1702, in the Adventure, Capt.

err 
John Nicholas a, Corniſh Man, Com- 
mander, bound for Surat. We had a 


very proſperous Gale till we arrived 
at the Cape of Good Hope, where we 


landed for freſh Water, but diſcover- 
ing a Leak we unſhipped our Goods, 
and winter'd there; for the Captain 
falling ſick of an Ague, we could not 
leave the Cape till the end of March. 


We then ſer fail, and had a good 


Voyage till we paſſed the Streights of 
Madagaſcar; but having got North- 
ward of that Iſland, and to about five 
Degrees South Latitude, the Winds, 
which in thoſe Seas are obſerved to 
blow a conſtant equal Gale between 
the North and Welt from the begin- 
ning of December to the beginnin 

of May, on the gth of April began to 
blow with much greater Violence, 
and more Weſterly than uſual, con- 
tinuing ſo for twenty Days together, 
during which time we were driven a 
little to the Eaſt of che Molucca Hands, 
and about three , Degrees North- 
ward of the Line, as our Captain 


found by an Obſervation he took the 
24 of May, at which time the Wind 
ceaſed, and it was a perfect Calm, 
whereat I was not a little rejoyced. 
Put he being a Man well experienc'd 
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in the Navigation of thoſe Seas, bid 
us all prepare againſt a Storm, which 
-accordingly uren the day follow- 
ing + Por a Southern Wind, called the 
Southern Monſbon, began to ſet in, 
FIN DING it was like to over. 
blow, we took in our Sprit-ſail, and 
ſtood by to hand the Fore-fail ; but 
making foul Weather, we looked the 
Guns were all faſt, and handed che 
Miſſen. The Ship lay very broad 
off, ſo we thought it better ſpooning 
before the Sea, than trying or hul- 
ling. We reeft the Fore-fail and'fet 
him, we hawl'd aft the Fore-ſheer'; 
the Helm was hard a Weather. 'The 
Ship wore bravely. We belay'd the 
Fore-down-hall ; but the Sail Was 
fplit, and we hawl'd down the Yard, 
and got the Sail into the Ship, and 
unbound all the things clear of it. 
It was a very fierce Storm; the Sea 
broke ſtrange and dangerous. ''We 
hawl'd off upon the Eanniard of the 
Whipſtaff, and helped the Man at 
Helm. Would not get down our 
Top+maft, but let all ſtand, bebauſe 
The ſcudded before the Sea very web, 
and we knew that the Top- maſt be-

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ſecing we had Sea - room. When the 
Storm was over, we ſet Fore- ſail and 
Main- ſail, and brought the Ship to.

Our Courſe 
was Eaft North eaſt, the Wind was at 
| South- weft. We got the Star- board 
Tacks à- board, we caſt off our Wea- 
| ther Braces and Lifts; we ſet in the 
 Lee-braces, and hawld forward by 
the Weather-bowlings, and hawl'd 
them right, and belayed them, and 
ll  hawl'd over the Miffen Tack to Wind- 
| ward, and kept her full and by as 
near as ſhe could lie. 
Dun d this Storm, which was 
followed by a ſtrong Wind Weſt South- 
weſt, we were carried by my. Com- 
« putation, about five hundred Leagues 
to the -Ezff, ſo that the oldeſt Sailor 
a-board could not tel in what 
Part of the World we were, Our 
Proviſions held out well, our Ship 
was ſtaunch, and our Crew all in 
good Health; but we lay in the ut- 
moſt Diſtreſs for Water. We thought 
it beſt co hold on the ſame Courſe, 
rather then turn more ae 
which might have brought 0 us the 
North-weſft Parts of great Tartary, and

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On the 16th Day of June 1703, a 
Boy on the Top- maſt diſcovered 
Land. On the 17th we came in full 
View of a great Iſland or Continent 
(for we knew not whether) on the 
South-ſide whereof was a ſmall Neck 
of Land jutting out into the Sea, 
and a Creek too ſhallow to hold a 
Ship of above one. hundred Tuns. We 
caſt anchor within a League of this 
Creek, and our Captain ſent a dozen 
of his Men well armed in the Long- 
boat, with Veſſels for Water, if any 
could be found. I deſired his Leave 
to go with them, that I might ſee 
the Country, and make what Diſco- 
veries I could. When we came to 
Land we ſaw no River or Spring, 
nor any ſign of Inhabitants, Our 
Men therefore wander'd on the Shore 
to find out ſome freſh Water near the 
Sea, and I walked alone about a mile 
on the other ſide, where I obſerved the 
Country all barren and rocky, I now 
began to be weary, and ſeeing no- 
thing to entertain my Curioſity, I 
returned gently down towards the 
Creek; and the Sea being full in my 
View, I ſaw our Men already got in- 
to the Boat, and rowing for Life to 
the Ship. I was going to hollow after 
them, 
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them, altho' it had been to little pyr- 
poſe, when I obſerved a huge Crea- 
ture walking after them in the Sea, 
as faſt as he could: He waded not 
much deeper than his Knees, and tobk 
prodigious ſtrides ; But our Men had 
the ſtart” of him half a League, and 
the Sea thereabouts being full of ſharp 
pointed Rocks, the Monſter was not 
able to overtake the Boat. This 1 
was afterwards told, for I durſt not 
ſtay to ſee the iſſue of the Adventure;

degrees louder than a Speaking-Trum- 
pet; but the Noiſe was ſo high in the 
Air, that at firit 1 certainly thought 
it was Thunder.

their Hands, each Hook about the 
Largeneſs of ſix Scythes. Theſe 
People were not ſo well clad as the

in the Field where I lay. I kept from 
them at as great a diſtance as I could, 
but was forced to move with extreme 
Difficulty, for the Stalks of the Corn 
were ſometimes not above a Foot diſ- 
tant, ſo that I could hardly ſqueze my.

by Millions. I reflected what a Mor- 
tification it muſt prove to me to ap- 
pear as inconſiderable in this Nation 
as one ſingle Lilliputian would be among 


us. But this I conceived was to be the 
leaſt of my Misfortunes: For as hu- 


man Creatures are obſerved to be more 


Savage and cruel in proportion to 


their Bulk, what could I expect but 
to be a Morſel in the Mouth of the 
firſt among theſe enormous Barbarians 
that ſhould happen to ſeize me? Un-

- Scared andconfounded as I was, I

or cut in two with his Reaping- hook. 
And therefore when he was n 
about to move, I ſcreamed as louc 
Fear could make me. Whereupon the 
huge Creature trod ſhort, and look- 
round about under him for ſome 
time, at laſt eſpied me as I lay on 
che Groumd.

own Tongue, ſo that in a few Days 
I: was able to call for whatever 1 
had a mind to.

M Maſter, purſuant to the Ad- 
vice of his Friend, carried me in a 
Box the next Market-Day . the 
neighbouring Town, and took along 
with him his little Daughter, my 
Nurſe, upon a Pillion behind him, 
The Box was. clole on every Side, 
with a little Door for me to go in 
and out, and a few Gimlet-holes to 
let in Air. The Girl had been ſo 
careful to put the Quilt of her Ba- 
by's Bed into it, for me to lie down 
on. However, I was terribly ſhaken 
and diſcompoſed in this Journey, tho? . 
it were but of half an Hour. For 
the Horſe went about forty Foot at 
every Step, and trotted ſo high, that 
the Agitation was equal to the riſing 
and. falling of a Ship in a great Storm, 
1 but much more frequent: Our Jour- 
ö ney was ſomewhat farther than from 
London to St. Alban s. My Maſter a- 
lighted at an Inn which he uſed to 
frequent ; and after conſulting a while 
with the Inn-keeper, and makin 
fome neceſſary Preparations, he hired.

I Was placed upon a Table in the 
largeſt Room of the Inn, which 
might be near three hundred: Foot 
ſquare. My little Nurſe ftood on a 
low Stool cloſe to the Table, to take 
care of me, and direct what I ſhould 
do. My Maſter, to avoid a Croud, 
would tuffer only thirty People at a 
time to ſee me. I walked about on 
the Table as the Girl commanded ; 
She asked me Queſtions, as far as ſhe 
knew my Underſtanding of the Lan- 
guage reached, and I anſwered them 
as loud as 1 could. I turned about 
ſeveral times to the Company, paid 
my humble Reſpects, faid- they were 
welcome, and ufed ſome other Speeeh- 
es I had been taught. I took up a 
Thimble filled with Liquor, which 
Glumdalclitch had given me for a Cup, 
and drank their Health. I drew out 
my Hanger, and flouriſhed with it 
after the Manner of Fencers in =__

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land. My Nurſe gave me Part of a 
Straw, which I exerciſed: as a Pike, 
having learned the Art in my Youth, 
F was that Day ſhewn to twelve Setts- 
of Company, and as often forced to 
go over again the ſame Popperies, till I 
was half dead with Wearineſs and. 
Vexation. For, thoſe who had ſeen: 
me made ſuch wonderful Reports, 
that the People were ready. to break.

which very narrowly. miſſed me; o- 
therwile, it. came wath. fo. much Vio- 
lence that. it would. have infallibly 
knocked- out my Brains, for it was 


almoſt as large as a. ſmall Pumpion :. 


But. L had the Satisfaction to ſee the 
young: Rogue well beaten, and turn- 
ed out of the Room. 
My Maſter gave publick Notice, 
that he would ſhew me again the 
next Market-Day, and in the mean 
ume. he prepared a more convenient 
= Vehicle 
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Vehicle for me, which he had Rea- 
ſon enough to do; for I was ſo 
tired with my firſt Journey, and with 
n for eight hours 
together, that I could hardly ſtand 
upon my Legs, or ſpeak a word, It 
was at leaſt three Days before I re- 
covered my Strength; and that 1 
might have no reſt at home, all the 
neighbouring Gentlemen from a hun- 
dred Miles round, hearing of m 
Fame, came to ſee me at my Maſter's 
own Houſe, There could not be 
fewer than thirty Perſons with their 
Wives and Children (for the Coun- 
try was very populous ;) and my Ma- 
iter demanded the rate of a full Room 
whenever he ſhewed me at home, al- 
though it were only to a ſingle Fa- 
mily: So that for ſome time I had 
but little- eaſe every Day of the week

My Maſter, finding how profitable 
I was like to be, reſolved to carry

Wife, and upon the 1776 of An 
1703. about tWo Months after my Ks 
rival, we ſet out for the Metropolis, 
ſituated near the middle of that Em- 
pire, and about three thouſand Miles 
diſtance from our Houſe: My Maſter 
made his Daughter Glumdalclitch ride 
behind him. She carried me on her 
Lap in a Box tied about her Waſte. 
The Girl had lined. it on all ſides 
with the ſofteſt Cloth ſhe' could get, 
well quilted under neath, furniſhed it 
with her Baby's Bed, provided me with 
Linen and other Neceſſaries, and 
made every thing as convenient as 
ſne could. We had no other Com- 
pany but a Boy of the Houſe, who 
rode after us with the Luggage. 
My Mafter's Deſign was to ſhew 
me in all the Towns by the way, 
and to ſtep ont of the Road for fifty 
or an hundred Miles, to any Village 
or Perſon of Quality's Houſe where 
he might expect Cuſtom. We made 
eaſy Jour nies of not above ſeven or 
eightſcore Miles a Day: For Glum- 
dalclitch, on purpoſe to ſpare me, com- 
plained ſhe was tired with the trot- 
ting of the Horſe. She often took 
me out of my Box at my own De- 
ſire, to give me Air, and fhew co 
| | : | the 
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the Country, but always held me faſt 
by a Leading-ſtring. We paſſed over 
five or ſix Rivers many degrees broader 
and deeper than the Nie or therGan= 
es; and there was hardly a Rivulet 
0 {mall as the Thames at London- Bridge, 
We were ten Weeks in our Journey, 
and I was ſhewn in eighteen large 
Towns, beſides many Villages and pri- 
vate Families. | | 

On the 26:44 Day of Odaber we ar- 
rived at the Metropolis, called in their 
Language Lorbrulgrud, or Pride of the 
Univerſe, My Maſter took a Lodging 
in the principal Street of the City, 
not far from the Royal Palace, and 
put out Bills in the uſual Form, con- 
taining an exact Deſcription of my 
Perſon and Parts. He hired a large 
Room between three and four hun- 
dred foot Wide. He provided a Table 
ſixty foot 1n diameter, upon which I 
was to at my part, and paliſadoed 
it round three foot from the edge, 
and as many high, to prevent my 
falling over, I was ſhewun ten times 
a Day to the Wonder and Satisfaction 
of all People. I could now ſpeak the 
Language tolerably well, and perfect- 
ly underſtood every word that was 
ipoken; to me. Beſides, I had _— 
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ed their Alphabet, and could make 


a ſhift to explain a Sentence here and 


there; for Glumdalclitch had been my 


Inſtructor while we were at home, 
and at leiſure hours during our Jour- 
ney. She carried a little Book in her 
Pocket, not much larger than a San- 
ſon's Atlas; 1t was a common Treatiſe 
for the uſe of young Girls, giving a 
mort account of their Religion; out 


of this ſhe taught me my Letters, 


and interpreted the Words.

the Diverſion of the Queen and her 
Ladies, Some of the latter had al- 
ready been to fee me, and reported 
ſtrange things of my Beauty, Beha- 
viour, and Senſe.” Her Maje- 
ity and thoſe who attended her were 
beyond meaſures delighted with my 
Demeanor, I fell on my Knees, and 
begged the Honour of kiſſing her 
Imperial Foot; but this gracious Prin- 
ceſs held out her little Finger towards 
me (after I was ſet on a Table) which 
I embraced in both my Arms, and 


ut the tip of it, with the utmoſt 


eſpect, to my Lip. She made me 
ſome general Queſtions about my 
Country and my Travels, which 1 
anſwer' d as diſtinctly, and in as few 
words as I could. She asked whether 
I would be content to live at Court.

and demanded- à tho 
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Gold, which were ordered him on 
the ſpot, each piece being about the 
bignels of eight hundred Moydores ;

Europe, and the high price of Gold 
among them, was hardly ſo great a 
Sum as a thouſand Guineas would be 
in England.

in his Field: which Obligation was 
amply * 24 by the gain he 
had made in ſhewing me through half 
the Kingdom, and the price he had 
now ſold me for. That the Life I had 
ſince led, was laborious enough to 
kill and Animal of ten times m 

Strength. That my Health was muc 

impaired the continual drudgery 
of entertaining the Rabble every 
hour of the Day, and that if my Ma- 
ſter had not thought my Life in Dan- 
ger, her Majeity would not have got 
o cheap a Bargain. But I was out 
of all fear of being ill treated under 
the Protection of ſo great and good

ber. The Board that. made the Cie- 


ling was to be lifted up and down 
by two Hinges, to put in a Bed rea- 


dy furniſhed by her Majeſty's Up- 
holſterer which Clamdateles Took out 
every Day to Air, made it with her 
own Hands, and letting it down at 


Night locked up the Roof 'over me.

the thinneſt Silks that could be gotten, 


to make me Cloaths, not much thicker 
than an Engliſh Blanket, very cumber- 
ſome till I was accuſtomed to them. 
They were — rhe _— of the 
Kingdom, partly reſembling the Frrſan 
and partly the Chineſe, and are a Very 


grave and decent Habit. 


TRE Queen became fo fond of my 
Company, that ſhe could not di 
without me. I had a Table placed 


upon the ſame at which her Majeſty 


eat, juſt at her left Elbow, and a Chair 
to ſit on. Glumdalcliteb ſtood on a 
Stool on the Floor, near my Table, 
to aſſiſt and take care of me. I had 
an entire Set of ſilver Diſhes and Plates, 
and other Neceſſaries, which, in pro- 


portion to thoſe of the Queen, were 


not much bigger than what I have 
ſeen of the ſame kind in a London 


Toy- ſhop, for the furniture of a Baby- 


houſe: Theſe my little Nurſe kept in 
| 14 her 
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her Pocket, in n ſilver Box, and gave 
me at Meals as I wanted them, al- 
ways cleaning them herſelf, No Per- 
ſon dined with the Queen but the 
two Princeſſes Royal, the elder ſix- 
teen Years old, and the younger at 
that time thirteen and a Month. 
Her Majeſty uſed to put a Bit of 
Meat upon one of my Diſhes, out 
of which I carved for myſelf; and 
her Diverſion was to fee me eat in 
Miniature. For the Queen (who had 
indeed but a weak Stomach) took 
up at one Mouthful, as much as a do- 
zen Engliſh Farmers could eat at a 
Meal, which to me was for ſome time 
a very nauſeous Sight. She would 
craunch the Wing of a Lark, Bones 
and all, between her Teeth, altho” 
it were nine times as large as that 
of a full grown Turkey; and put a 
Bit of Bread in her Mouth, as big 
as two twelye-penny Loaves. She 
drank out of a golden Cup, above a 
Hogſhead at a Draught. Her Knives 
were twice as long as a Scythe, 
ſer ſtrait upon the Handle. The 
Spoons, Forks, and other Inſtru- 
ments, were all in the ſame Pro- 
portion. I remember when Glumdalclith 
carried me out of Curioſity to Y ſee 

| | ; ome 
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ſome of the Tables ac Court, where 
ten or a dozen of theſe enormous 
Knives and Forks were lifted up to- 
gether, I thought I had never, till 
then, beheld ſo terrible a Sight. 
' IT is the Cuſtom that every Wed- 
neſday (which, as I have before ob- 
ſerved, was their Sabbath) the King 
and Queen, with the Royal Iſſue ot 
both Sexes, dine together in the A- 
artment of his Majeſty, to whom 
i was now become a great Favourite; 
and at theſe times my little Chair and 
Table were placed at his left Hand 
before one of the Saltſellers. This 
Prince took a pleaſure in conver- 
ſing with me, enquiring into the 
Manners, Religion, Laws, Govern- 
ment, and Learning of Europe; where- 
in I gave him the beſt Account L 
was able. His Apprehenſion was fo 
clear, and his Judgment ſo exact, 
that he made very wile Reflections 
and Obſervations upon all I ſaid. 
But I confeſs; that after I had been 
a little too copious in talking of my 
own beloved Country, of our Trade, 
and Wars by Sea and Land, of our 
Schiims in Religion, and Parties in the 
State, the Prejudices of his Education 
prevailed ſo tar, that he could not 
l 5 fordeae 


forbear taking me up in his Right 
Hand, and ftroakigg me gently with 
the other, after an hearty Fit of 
Laughing, asked me, Whether I was 
a Whig or a Tory? Then turning to 
his ft Miniſter, Who waited behind 
him with a White Staff, near as tall 
as the Main-maſt of the Royal-Sove- 
raign, he obſerved how contemptible 
a Thing was human Grandeur, which 
could be mimicked by ſuch diminu- 
tive Inſeas' as I: And yet, ſaid he, 
1 dare engage, theſe Creatures have 
their Titles and Diſtinctions of Ho- 
nour, they contrive little Neſts and 
Burrows, that they call Houſes and 
Cities; they make a Figure in Dreſs 
and Equipage ; they love, they fight, 
they diſpute, they cheat, they betray. 
And thus he continued on, while my 
Colour came and went ſeveral times, 
with Indignation to hear our noble 
Country, the Miſtreſs of Arts and 
Arms, the Scourge of France, the Ar- 
| bitreſs of Europe, the Seat of Virtue, 
Piety, Honour and Truth, the Pride 
and Envy of the World, fo contemp- 
tuouſly treated. 
Bor as I was not in a Condi- 
tion to reſent Injuries, fo upon ma- 
ture Thoughts, I began to doubt 
whether 
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whether I was injured or no. For, 
after having been accuſtomed ſeveral 
Months to the Sight and Converſe 
of this People, and obſerved every 
Object upon which I caſt mine Eyes, 
to be of proportionable Magnitude, 
the Horror I had at firſt conceived - 
from their Bulk and AſpeR, was fo 
far worn off, that if I had then be- 
held a Company of Exgliſn Lords 
and Ladies in their Finery and Birth- 
Day Cloaths, acting their ſeveral 
Parts in the moſt courtly Manner, 
of ſtrutting, and bowing, and pra- 
ting; to fay the Truth, I ſhould 
have been ſtrongly tempted to laugh 
as much at them as the King and 
his Grandees did at me. Neither 
indeed could I forbear ſmiling at 
myſelf, when the Queen uſed to 
place me upon her Hand towards a 
ooking-glaſs, by which .both our 
Perſons appeared before me in full 
View together; and there could no- 
thing be more ridiculous than the 
Compariſon : So that I really began 
to imagine myſelf dwindled many 
Degrees below my uſual Size. 

Nor HIN G angred and mortifizd 
me ſo much as the Queen's Dwarf, 
who being of the loweſt Stature that 

| was 
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"was ever in that Country (for I ve- 
rily think he was not full thirty Foot 
high) became inſolent at ſeeing a 
Creature ſo much beneath him, that 
he would always affect to ſwagger 
and look big as he paſſed by me in 
the Queen's Anti-chamber, while I 
was ſtanding on ſome Table talking 
with the Lords or Ladies of the 
Court, and he ſeldom failed of a 
ſmall Word or two upon my Little- 
neſs; againſt which I could only re- 
venge myſelf by calling him Brother, 
challenging him to wreſtle, and ſuch 
like Repartees as are uſual in the 
Mouths of Court Pages, One Day at 
Dinner this malicious little Cubb 
was ſo nettled with ſomething I had 
ſaid to him, that raifing himſelf up- 
on the Frame of her Majeſt 's Chair, 
F he took me up by the Middle, as I 
| was fitting down, not thinking any 
harm, and let me drop into a large 
filver Bowl of Cream, and then ran 
| away as faſt as he could. I fell over 
1 Head and Ears, and if I had not been 
4 a goud Swimmer, it might have gone 
very hard with me; for Glumdalclitch 
in that inſtant happened to be at 
the other End of the Room, and the 
Queen was in ſuch a Fright that ſhe 
wanted 
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wanted Preſence of Mind to aſſiſt me. 
But my little Nurſe ran to my Relief, 
and took me out, after I had ſwal- 
lowed above a Quart of Cream, I 
was put to Bed ; however, I received 
no other Damage than the Loſs of a 
Suit of Cluaths, which was utterly 
ſpoiled. The Dwarf was foundly 
whipped, and as a farther Puniſhment, 
torced to drink up the Bowl of Cream, 
into which he had thrown me; nei- 
ther was he ever reſtored to Fayour : 
For, ſoon after the Queen beſtowed 
him on a Lady of high Quality, fo 
that I ſaw him no more, to my ve- 
ry great Satisfaction; for I could not 
tell ro what Extremicy ſuch a malicious 
Urchin might have carried his Re- 
ſentment. 

HE had before ſerved me a ſcury 
Trick, which ſet the Queen a laugh- 
ing, although at the ſame time ſhe 
was heartily vexed, and would have 
immediately caſhiered him, if I had 
not been fo generous as to intercede. 
Her Majeſty. had taken a Marrow- 
bone upon her Plate, and after knock- 
ing out the Marrow, placed the 
Bone again in the Diſh erect as it 
ſtood before; the Dwarf watching 
his Opportunity, while Glumdalcliteh 

Was 
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was gone to the Side-board, mounted 
upon the Stool ſhe ſtood on to take care 
of me at Meals, took me up in both 
Hands, and ſqueezing my Legs toge- 
ther, wedged them into the Marrow- 
bone above my Waſte, where I ſtuck 
for ſome time, and made a very ridi- 
culous Figure. I believe it was near 
a Minute before any one knew what 
was become of me; for I thought it 
below me to cry out.

T1 was frequently rallied by the 
Queen upon account of my Fearful- 
nels, and ſhe uſed to ask me, Whe- 
ther the People of my Country were 
as great Cowards as myſelf? The 
Occaſion was this: The Kingdom 
is much peſtered with Flies in Sum- 
mer; and theſe odious Inſects, each 
of them as big as a Dunſtable Lark, 
hardly gave me any Reſt while I ſar at 
Dinner, with their continual hum- 
ming and buzzing about mine Ears. 
They would ſometimes alight upon 
my Victuals, and leave their 1 8

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ſome Excrement or Spawn behind, 
which te me was very Viſible, though 
not to the Natives of that Coun- 


try, whoſe large Opticks were not 


fo acute as mine in viewing ſmaller 
Objects. Sometimes they would fix 
upon my Noſe or Forehead, where 
they ſtung me to the Quick, ſmelling 
very offenſively, and I could eaſily 
trace that viſcous Matter, which our 
Naturaliſts tell us enables thoſe Crea- 
- tures to walk with their Feet upwards 
upon a Cieling. I had much ado to 
defend myſelf againit theſe deteſtable 
Animals, and could not forbear ſtart- 
ing when they came on my Face.

Some of them ſeized my Cake, and 
carried it piece-meal away, others 
flew about my Head and Face, con- 
founding me with the Noiſe, and 
putting me in the utmoſt terror of 
their Stings. However I had the 
Courage to rife and draw my Han- 

r, and attack them in the Air. I 
ilpatched four of them, but the reſt 
gor away, and I preſently ſhut my 

indow. © Theſe Creatures were as 
large 'as Partridges, 1 took out their 
Stings, found them an Inch and a 


half long, and as ſharp as needles. I 


carefully preſerved chem all, and ha- 
ving ſince ſhewn them with ſome 
other Curioſities in ſeveral parts of 
Europe; upon my return to England I 


gave three of them to Creſham Goll:ge, 


and kept the fourth for my ſelt.

#7 NOW intend to give the Rea- 
der a ſhort Deſcription of this 
Country, as far as I travelled 
in it, which was not above two thou- 
ſand Miles round Lorbrulgrud the Me- 
tropolis. For, the Queen, whom 1 
always attended, never went further 
when ſhe accompanied the King in 
his Progreſſes, and there ſtaid till 
his Majeſty returned from viewin 
his Frontiers. The whole Extent o 
this Prince's Dominions reacheth a- 
bout fix thouſand Miles in length, 
and from three to five in breadth. 
From whence I cannot but conclude 
that our Geographers of Europe are 
in a great Error, by ſuppoſing no- 
thing but Sea between Japan and Ca- 
lifornia ; for it was ever my Opinion, 
that 
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that there muſt be a Balance of Earth 
to counterpoiſe the great Continent 
of Tartary ; and therefore they ought 
to correct their Maps and Charts, 
dy 12 — vaſt tract of Land to 
the North-weſt Parts of America, 
wherein I ſhall be ready to lend. 
them my Aſſiſtance. 
THz 1 5 is a Peninſula, ter- 
minated to the North-eaſt by a ridge 
of Mountains thirty Miles high, 
which are altogether impaſſable by 
Reaſon of the Volcanoes upon the 
tops. Neither do the moſt Learned 
5050 * lore of Mortals inhabit 
beyond thoſe. Mountains, or whether

of the Coaſts into which the Rivers 
- Tue. are ſo full of pointed Rocks, 
and the Sea generally ſo rough, that 
there is no venturing with the ſmall- 
"eſt of their Boats, ſo that theſe Peo- 
* are wholly excluded from an 
"Commerce with the reſt of the World. 
But the large Rivers are full of Veſ- 
ſels, and abound with excellent Fiſh, 
for they ſeldom get any from the 
Sea, hecauſe the Sea-Fiſh are of the 
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| fond of it; for I think indeed the 


for it contains

conſequently not worth catching : 


whereby it is manifeſt, that Nature

feet; I paced the Diameter and Cir- 
| - cumference - ſeyeral. times barefoot, 
| and computing by the Scale, meaſur- 
add it pretty exactly. 1 
IE King's Palace is no regular 
Edifice, but an heap of Buildings a- 
bout ſeven Miles round: The Chief 
- Rooms are generally two hundred 
and forty foot high, and broad and 
long in proportion. A Coach waz 
allowed to Glumdaleliteb and me, where- 
in her Governefs frequently took her 
out to fee. the Town, or go among 
the Shops; and was always of the 
Party, carried in my Box; although 
the“ Girl at my own Deſire would 
often take me out, and hold me in 
her Hand, that I might more con- 
veniently view the Houſes and the 
People, as we paſſed along t Streets. 
I teckoned our Coach to be about 
a 
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a Square of Veſtminſter-Hal, but not 
altogether fo high; however, I can- 
not be very exact. One Day the 
Governeſs ordered our Coachman to 
{top at ſeveral Shops, where the Beg- 
gars, watching their 3 
crouded to the ſides of the Coach, 
and gave me the moſt horrible Spec- 
tacles that ever an Engliſh Eye be- 
held. There was a Woman with a 
Cancer in her Breaſt, ſwelled to a 

monſtrous ſize, full of Holes, in two- 
or three of which I could have eaſily 

crept, and covered my whole Body. 

There was a Fellow with a Wen 1n' 

his Neck, larger than five Woolpacks, 
and another with a couple of wooden 
Legs, each about twenty foot high. 
But, the moſt hateful Sight of all was 
the Lice crawling on their Cloaths. 
I could ſee diſtinctly the Limbs of 
theſe Vermin with my naked Eye, 
much better than thoſe of an Euro- 
pean Louſe through a Microſcope, and 
their Snouts with which they root- 
ed like Swine. They were the fir ſt 
I had ever beheld, and I ſhould have 
been curious enough to diſſect one 
of them, it IL had proper Inſtruments 
(which I unluckily left behind me in 
the Ship) although indeed the Sight

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was ſo nauſcous, that it perfectly 
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turned, my Stomach.

dered a ſmaller one to be made 


me, of about twelve foot ſquare and 
ten high, for eee of 
Travelling, becauſe the other was' 
ſomewhat too large for Glumdalclitch's 
Lap, and cumberſome in the 
Coach; it was made by the ſame 
Artiſt, whom, I directed in the whole 


Contrivance. This travelling. Cloſet 


was an exact Square with a Window 


in the middle of three of the 4 
and each Window was latticed with 
Iron Wire on the outſide, to prevent 
Aceidents in long Journies. On the 
fourth ſide, which had no Window, 
two ſtrong Staples were fixed, through 
which the Perſon that carried me,

Glumdalclitch happened to be out of 
Order: For I ſoon began to be known 
and eſteemed among the greateſt Of- 
ficers, I-ſuppole more upon Account 
of their Majeſty's Fayour than any 
merit of my own. In Journies, when 
] was weary of the Coach, a Ser- 
vant on horſeback would buckle my 
Box, and place it on a Cuſhion be- 
fore him; and there I had a full Pro- 
ſpect of the Country on three ſides 
from the three Windows. I had in 
this - Cloſet a Field- Bed and a Ham- 
mock hung from the Cieling, two 
Chairs and a Table, neatly Den 
to the Floor, to prevent being toſſed 
about by the Agitation of the Horſe: 
or the Coach. And having been long 
uſed to Sea-Voyages, thoſe motions, 
although ſometimes very violent, did 
not much diſcompoſe me. | 
WHEeNnEver I had a mind to fee 
the Town, it was always in my Tra- 
velling-Cloſer, which Glumdalclitch held 
in her Lap in a kind of open Sedan, 
after the Faſhion of the Country, 
born by four Men, and attended by 
two others in the Queen's Livery. 
The People who had often heard of 
me, were very Curious to croud about 
the Sedan, and the Girl was com- 
A plaiſant 
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r enough to make the Bearers 
op, and to take me in her Hand 
2 I might be more conveniently 
cen, 


'Iwas very defirous to ſee the 


chief Temple, and particularly the 
Tower belonging to it, which is 
reckoned ' the. ligheſt 'in the King- 
dom. Accordingly one day my Nurſe 
carried me thither, but I may truly 
ſay I came back .diſappointed ; for, 


the height is not above three thou- 


ſand” foot, and reckoning from the 
ground to the higheſt Pinnacle top; 
which allowing for the difference be- 
tween the ſize of thoſe People, and 
us in Europe, is no great matter for 
admiration, nor at all equal in pro- 
portion, (if I rightly remember) to 
Salisbury Steeple. But, not to detract 
from a Nation to which during my 
Life I ſhall acknowledge myſelt ex- 


tremely obliged, it muſt be allowed 


that whatever this famous Tower wants 
in Height is ampy made up in Beauty 
and Strength. For the Walls are near 
an hundred foot thick, built of hewa 
Stone, whereof each is about fort 

foot ſquare, and adorned on all ſides 
with Statues of Gods and Emperors 
cut in marble larger than the Life, 
ee t placed 
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placed in their ſeveral Niches. I 
meaſured a little Finger which had 
fallen down from one of the Sta- 
tues, and lay unperceived among ſome 
Rubbiſh, and found it exactly four 
foot and an inch in length. Glum- 
dalclitch wrapped it up in a Hand- 
kerchief; and carried it home in her 
Pocket to keep among other 'Trin- 
kets, of which the Girl was very fond, 
as Children at her Age uſually are. 
TAE King's Kitchen is indeed a 
noble Building, vaulted at top, and 
about fix hundred foot high. The 
reat Oven is not ſo wide by tem 
aces as the Cupola at St. Paul's: For 
I meaſured the latter on purpoſe af- 
ter my Return. But if I ſhould de- 
ſeribe the Kirchin-grate, the prodi- 
gious Pots and Kettles, the joints of. 
Meat turning on the Spits, with ma- 
ny other Particulars, perhaps I ſhould 
be hardly believed; at leait a ſevere 
Critick would be apt to think I en- 


ten ſuſpected to do. To avoid winch 
cenſure, I fear I have run too much 
into the other Extream ; and that if 
this Treatiſe ſhould happen to be 
tranfated into the Language of 
Brobdingnag, (which is the general

ANOTHER Day Glumdalclitch left

me up in both his Hands, and asked 
me how I did ; but I was ſo amazed 
and :our of Breath, that I could not 
ſpeak a Word, In a few Minutes 1 
— my ſelf, and he carried me ſafe 
to my little Nurſe, who by this Time 
had returned' to the Place where ſhe 
left me, and was in cruel Agonies 
when 1 did not appear, nor anſwer 
when ſhe called: She teverely repri- 
manded the Gardener on Account of 
his Dog. But the Thing was hukhed 
up, and never known at Court; for 
the Girl was afraid of the Queen's 
Anger, and truly as to my ſelf, I 
thought it would not be for my Re- 
putation that ſuch a Story fhould 80 
about. 

Fus Accident abſolutely deter 
mined Glumdalclitch never to truſt me 
abroad for the future out of her Sight.

I was left by my ſelf. Once a Kite,

lons. Another Time walking to the 
top of a freſh Mole-hill, I fell to my 
Neck in the Hole, through which that 
Animal had caſt up the Earth, and 
coined 3 17 fg pet 
bring, to excuſe m or ſpoiling my 
Clozchs, I likewiſe bee thy * 4 
Shin againſt the Shell of a Snail, which 
1 happened to ſtumble. over, as I was

« or tell whether I were 
more ed. or mortified, to obſerve 
in thoſe ſdlicary Walks, that the ſmaller 
Birds did not appear to be at all afraid 
of me, but would hop about within 
a Yard's diſtance, looking for Worms, 
and other Food, with as much Indit- 
terence and Security, as if no Crea- 
ture at all were near them. I remem- 
ber, a Thruſh had the Confidence to

ceive that my Senſe. was more acute 
in proportion to my Littleneſs, and 
that thoſe illuſtrious Perſons were no 
more diſagreeable to their Lovers, 
or to each other, than People of 
the ſame Quality are with us in Evgy 
land. And, after all, I found their 
natural Smell was much more ſup- 
ortable than when they uſed Per- 
Se under which I immediately 
ſwooned . I cannot forget that 
an intimate Friend of mine in Lilli- 
put took the Freedom in àa warm 
ay, when I had uſed a good deal 
of Exerciſe, to complain of a ſtrong 
Smell about me, although I am as 
little faulty that way as moſt of my 
Sex: But I ſuppoſe his Faculty of 
Smelling was as nice with regard to 
me, as mine was to that of Ti Peo- 


ple. Upon this Point, I cannot for- 
bear doing Juſtice to the Queen my 
Miſtreſs, and Glumdalcliteb my Nurſe, 
whoſe Perſons were as ſweet as 
thoſe of any Lady in Egli. 
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Tr which gave me moſt Un- 
eaſineſs among theſe Maids of Ho- 


nour, (when my Nurſe carried me 
to viſit them) was to fee them uſe me 
without any manner of Ceremony, 
like a Creature who had no ſort of 
onſequence. For, they would ſtrip 
themſelyes to the Skin, and put on 
their Smocks in my Preſence, while 
J was placed. on their Toylet direct- 
+ before their naked Bodies, which, 
am fure, to me was very far from 
being à tempting Sight, or from giv- 
ing me any other Emotions than 
thoſe of Horror and Diſguſt. Their 
Skins appeared fo coarſe and une- 
ren, ſo variouſly coloured, when 1 
faw them near, with a Mole here 
and there- as broad as a Trencher, 
and Hairs hanging from it thicker 
than Pack- threads, to ſay nothing 
farther concerning the reſt of their 
Per ſons.

both to . ſee an Execution. It was 
of a Man who had murdered one:

quaintance. Glamdalelisch was prevail- 
ed on to be one of the Company, 
very much. againſt her Inclination, 
for ſhe was naturally tender-hearted: 
And, as for myſelf, although I ab- 
horred ſuch kind of Spectacles, yet 
my Curioſity, tempted me to fee ſome- 
thing that I chought muſt be extra-- 
ordinary. The Malefactor was fixed 
in the Chair upon a Scaffold erected- 
for that Purpoſe, and his Head cut 
off at at Blow with a Sword of a- 
bout forty Foot long. Phe Veins, 
and Arteries ſpouted out. ſuch a pro- 
digious Quantity of Blood, and fo. 
high in the Air, that the great Jett

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when it fell on the Scaffold Floor, 
ave ſuch a Bounce, as made me 
ct, although I: were at leaſt half

The Queen, who often uſed to 
hear me talk of my Sea- Voyages, and 
took all Occaſions to divert me when 
I was melancholy, asked me whether 
I underſtood how to handle a Sail, 
or an Oar, and whether a little Ex- 
erciſe of Rowing might not be con- 
l for my Health? I anſwered, 
that I under ood both very well: 
For although my proper Employment 
had been to be Surgeon or Doctor 
to the Ship, yet often, upon a Pinch, 
I was forced to work like a common 
Mariner. But I could not ſee how 
this could be done in their Coun- 


try, where the ſmalleſt Wherry was

_'I'n this Exerciſe I ence met an 
Accident, which had like to have 
colt me my Life: For, one of the 
Pages having put my Boat into the 
Trough, the  Governeſs, who attend- 
ed Glumdalclitch, very officiouſly lifted 
me up to place me in the Boat, but 
happened to ſlip through her Fin- 
, and ſhould infallibly have fal- 
len down forty Foot upon the Floor, 
if, the luckieſt Chance in the 
World, I had not been ſtopped by a 
Corking-pin that ſtuck in the good 
Gentlewoman's Stomacher ; the d 
of the Pin paſſed between my Shirt 
and the Waſte-band of my Breeches, 
and thus I was held by the Middle in 
the Air till Glamdalcliteb ran to my 
Relief. 15 
ANOTHER time, one of the Ser- 
vants, whoſe Office it was to fill my 
Trough every third Day with freſk 
Water, was ſo careleſs to let a huge 
Frog (not perceiving it) ſlip out of his 
Pail, The Frog lay concealed till I was 
put into my Boat, but then, ſeeing a 
8.0 Wo | reſting- 
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reſting-· place, climbed up, and made 
it lean ſo much on one Side, that F 
was forced to balance it with all 
my Weight on the other, to prevent 
overturning. When the Frog was 
got in, it hopped at once half the 
length of the t, and then over 
. my Head, backwards and forwards; 
daubing my Face and Clothes with its 
odious Slime. The largeneſs of its 
Features made it appear the moſt. 
deformed Animal that can be con- 
ceived. However, I defired Glumdal- 
eliteb to let me deal with it alone. I 
banged it a good while with one of 
my Sculls, and at laſt forced it to 
leap out of the Boat. 

ur, the greateſt Danger F ever- 
underwent in that Kingdom, was from 
a Monkey, who belonged to one 
the Clerks of the Kitchen. Glamual- 
clitch had locked me up in her Cloſer, 
while ſhe went ſomewhere upon Bu- 
ſinefs, or. a Viſit. The Weather be- 
ing very warm, the Cloſet-Window.

ſome Animal, frisking and leaping up 
and down, till .at- laſt he came to my 


Box, which he ſeemed to view with 


great. Pleaſure and Curioſity, peeping 
in at the Door and every Window. 
I retreated to the farther Corner of 
my Room, or Box, but the Monkey 
looking in, at every ſide, put me into 
ſuch a Fright, that I wanted Preſence 
of Mind to conceal myſelf under the 
Bed, as I might have eaſily have done. 
After ſome time ſpent in peeping, 
grinning, and chattering, he at laſt 
eſpied me, and reaching one of 


his. Paws in at the Door, as a Cat 


does when ſhe plays with a Moule, 
although I often ſhifted Place to a- 
void him, he at length caught hold 
of the Lappet of my Coat, which 
(being made of that Country. Cloth, 
was very thick and ftrong) and 
dragged me out. He took me up 
in. tis right Fore-foot, and held me 
as a Nurſe does a Child ſhe is go» 
ing to ſuckle, juſt as I have ſeen the 
lame ſort of Creature do with, a

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Kitten in Europe: And when I offer- 
ed to ſtruggle, he ſqueezed: me ſo 
hard, that I thought it more prudent 
ſv ſubmit. I have good Reaſon to 
believe that he took me for a young 
one of his own Species, by his often 
ſtroaking my Face very gently with 
his other Paw. In theſe Diverſions: 
he was interrupted by a Noiſe at the 
Cloſet-Door, as if ſome Body were 


opening it; whereupon he ſuddenly . 


leaped up to the Window, at which 

he had come in, and . thence upon 

the Leads and Gutters, walking upon 
three Legs, and holding me in the 
fourth, till he clamber'd -up to a 
Roof that was next to ours. I heard

my Recovery, to return him thanks

USED to attend the King's 
Levee . once or twice a Week, 

| and had often ſeen him under 
the Barber's hand, which indeed was 
at firſt very terrible to behold ; For 
the Razor was almoſt twice as long 
as an ordinary Scythe. His Majeſty, 
according to the Cuſtom of the Coun- 
try, was only ſhaved twice a Week.

The Queen would have had me fit 
upon one 'of theſe Chairs, byt I ab- 
ſolutely refuſed to obey her, proteſting 
I would rather die a thouſand Deaths 
than place a diſhonourable Part of my 
Body on thoſe precious Hairs that 
once adorned her Majeſty's Head.

TRE King, who delighted in Mu-

after which I found their Muſick not

I Hap learned in my Youth, to 
play a little upon the Spinet. Glum- 
dalclitch kept one in her Chamber, ang 
a Maſter attended twice a Week to 
teach her: I call it a Spinet, becauſe

heartily ſorry as any of niy Readers 
can poflibly be, that ſuch an Occa- 
ſion was given: But this Prince hap- 
pened to be ſo curious and inquiſi- 


tive upon every Particular, that it 


could not conſiſt either with Gratitude 


or good Manners to refuſe giving 


him what Satisfaction I was able. 


Vet thus much I may be allowed to 


ſay in my own Vindication, That I 
artfully eluded many of his Queſti- 
ons, and gave to every Point a more 
favourable Turn by many Degrees 
than the ſtrictneſs of Truth would 


allow. For I have always born that 


laudable Partiality to my own Coun- 
try, which Diomſius Halicarnaſſenſit with 
fo much Juſtice recommends to an

This was my ſincere Endeavour in 
. thoſe many Diſcourſes I had with that 
Monarch, although it unfortunatdy 
failed of Succels. Il 
Bor great allowances ſhould be gi- 
ven to a King who lives wholl' 7 
cluded from the reſt of the World, 
and muſt therefore be altogether un- 
acquainted with the Manners and Cu- 
ſtoms that moſt prevail in other Na- 
tions: The want of which Knowledge 
will ever produce many Prejudices, 
and a certain narrowneſs 0 Thinking 
from which we and the politer 
Countries of Europe are wholly ex- 
.empted. And it would be hard, in- 
deed, if ſo remote a Prince's notions 
of Virtue and Vice were to be of- 
fered as a Standard for all Mankind. 
Io confirm what I have now ſaid, 
and further, to ſhew the miſerable 
effects of a confined Education, I ſhall 
here inſert. a paſſage which will 
hardly obtain Belief.

However, I was curious to 
fee what an Author of that Country 
could ſay upon ſuch a Subject. This 
Writer went through all the uſual 
5 of European Moraliſts, ſnew- 
ing how diminutive, contemptible, and 
helpleſs an Animal was Man in his own 
Nature; how unable to defend himſelf 
from Inclemencies of the Air, or the 
Fury of wild Beatts : How much he 
was excelled by one Creature in 
Strength, b — P Speed, by a 
third in — a fourth in 
Induſtry. 


t TR was 
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s. of the World, and could now 
produce only ſmall abortive Births in 
compariſon of thoſe in ancient Times. 

He ſaid, it was very reaſonable to 
think, not only that the Species of 
Man were originally much larger, but 
alſo, that there muſt have been Giants 
in former A s, which, as it is af- 
ſerted by Hiſtory and Tradition, fo 
it: hath been confirmed by : huge 
Bones and Sculls eaſually dug up in 
Frveral Parts of the Kingdom, far ex- 
ceeding the common dwindled Race 
of Man in our Days. He argued, 
that the very Laws of Nature ab- 
ſolutely required we ſhould have been 
made in the beginning, of a Size 
more large and robuſt, not ſo liable 
to.

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with Nature. And, I believe, upon 
a ſtrict Enquiry, thoſe Quarrels might 
be ſhewn as ill-grounded among us, 
as they are among that People. 

As to their Military Affairs, they 
boaſt that the King's Army conſiſts 
of an hundred and ſeventy ſix thou- 
ſand Foot, and thirty-two thouſand 
Horlſe : If that may be called an Army 
which is made up of Tradeſmen in

I zave often ſeen the Militia of 
Lorbulgrud drawn out to Exerciſe in a 
great Field near the City, of twen- 
ty Miles ſquare. They were, in all, 
not above twenty-five thouſand Foot, 
and fix thouſand Horſe; but it was 
impoſſible for me to compute their 
Number, conſidering the Space of 
Ground they took up.

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mounted on a large Steed might be a- 
bout an hundred Foot high. I have 
ſeen this whole Body of Horſe, upon 
a Word of Command, draw their 
Swords at once, and brandiſh them 
in the Air. Imagination can figure 
nothing ſo grand, ſo ſurpriſing, and 

ſo aſtoniſhing ! It looked as if ten 
thouſand Flaſhes of Lightning were 
darting at the ſame time from every

CHAP. VIII. 


The King and Queen make a Progreſs to 
the Frontiers, The Author attends them. 
The Manner in which he leaves the 
Country very particularly related. He 
returns to England. 


Had always a ſtrong Impulſe 
that I ſhould ſome time re- 
cover my Liberty, though it 
was impoſſible to conjecture by what 
Means, or to form any Project with 
the leaſt Hope of ſucceeding. The 
Ship in which I failed was the firſt 
ever known to be driven within ſight

Wren we came to our Journey's 

end, the King thought proper to paſs 
a few Days at a Palace he hath near 
Flanflaſnic, a City within eighteen Eng- 
liſh Miles of the Sea- ſide. Glumdal- 
clitch and I was much fatigued; I had 
gotten a {mall Cold, but the poor Girl 
was ſo ill as to be confined to her 
Chamber. I longed to ſee the Ocean, 
which .muſt be the only Scene of my 
Eſcape, if ever it ſhould happen. I 
pretended to be. worſe than I really 
was, and deſired Leave to take the 
_ freſh. Air of the Sea, with a Page I was 
very fond of, and who had ſometimes 
been cruſted with me. I ſhall never 
torget with what unwillingneſs Glum- 
. M 3 dalclitch 
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dalclitch conſented, nor the ſtrict 
Charge ſhe gave the Page to be care- 
ful of me, burſting at the ſame time 
into a flood of Tears, as if ſhe had 
ſome Foreboding of what was to hap- 
pen. The Boy took me out in my Box 
about half an Hour's Walk from the 
Palace towards the Rocks on the Sea- 
ſhore. I ordered him to ſet me down, 
and lifting up one of my Saſhes, caſt ma- 
ny a wiſttul melancholy Look towards 
the Sea. I found myſelf not very well, 
and told the Page that I had a mind 
to take a Nap in my Hammock, which 
I hoped would do me good, I got 
in, and the Boy ſhut the Window 
cloſe down to keep out the Cold. I 
ſoon fell aſleep, and all I can conje- 
cture is, that while I ſlept, the Page, 
thinking no Danger could happen, 
went among the Rocks to look for 
Birds Eggs, having before obſerved 
him from my Window ſearching a- 
bout, and picking up one or two in 
the Clefts. Be that as it will, I found 
myſelf ſuddenly awaked with a vio- 
lent Pull upon the Ring which was 
faſtned at the Top of my Box for 
the Conveniency of Carriage. I felt 
my Box raiſed very high in the Air, 
and then born forward with prodi- 
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gious Speed. The firſt Jolt had like 
to have ſhaken me out of my Ham- 
mock, but afterwards the Motion was 
eaſy enough. I called out feveral 
times, as loud as I could raiſe my 
Voice, but all to no Purpoſe. I look- 
ed towards my Windows, and- could 
ſee nothing but the Clouds and Sky 
I heard a noiſe over my Head like 
the clapping of Wings, and then be- 
gan to perceive the wotul Condi- 


tion I was in, that ſome Eagle had

or the Sagacity and Smell of this

IN a little time I obſerved the noiſe 
and flutter of Wings to 1ncreaſe very 
faſt, and my Box was toſſed up and 
down like a Sign-poſt in a windy Day.

I now perceived that I was fal- 
len 1nto the Sea, My Box, by the 
Weight of my Body, the Goods that 
were 1n, and the broad Plates of Iron 
fixed for Strength at the four Cor- 
ners of the top and bottom, floated 
above five foot deep in Water. I did 
then, and do now ſuppoſe that the 
Eagle which flew away with my Box 
was purſued by two or three others, 
and torced to let me drop while he 
was defending himſelf againſt the reſt, 
who hoped to ſhare 1n the Prey. The 
Plates of Iron faſten'd at the bottom 
of the Box, (for thoſe were the ſtrong- 
eſt,) preſerved the Balance while it 
fell, and hinder'd it from being broken 
on the Surface of the Water. Every 
Joint of it was well grooved ; and 
the Door did not move on Hinges, 
but up and down like a Saſh, which 
kept my Cloſet ſo tight that very little 
Water came in.

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firſt ventured to draw back the Slip- 
board on the Roof already mention- 
ed, contrived on purpoſe to let in Air, 
for want of which I found myſelt al- 
moſt ſtifled. a . 

How often did I then wiſh myſelf 
with my dear Glumdalclitch, from whom 
one ſingle hour had fo far divided 
me! And I may ſay, wich Truth, that 
in the midſt of my own Misfortunes 
I could not forbear lamenting my poor 
Nurſe, the Grief ſhe would ſuffer far 
my Loſs, the Diſpleaſure of the Queen, 
and the Ruin of her Fortune. Per- 
haps many Travellers have not been 
under greater Difficulties and Diſtreſs 
than I was at this Juncture, expect- 
ing every moment to ſee my Box daſh- 
ed in pieces, or at leaſt overſet by 
the firſt violent Blaſt, or ariſing Wave. 
A Breach in one lingle Pane of Glas 
would have been immediate Death: 
Nor could any thing have preſerved 
the Windows but the ſtrong Lattice- 
wires placed on the out- ſide againſt 
Accidents in Travelling. I ſaw the 
Water ooze in at ſeveral Crannies, 
although the Leaks were not conſide- 
rable, and I endeavoured to {top them 
as well as I could. I was not able 
to lift up the Root of my Cloſer, which 
otherwile I certainly ſhould have done,

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and ſat on the Top of it, where 1 
might, at leaſt, preſerve myſelf ſome 
hours longer than by being ſhut up, 
as I may call it, in the Fiald. Gr 
if I eſcaped theſe Dangers for a day 
or two, what could I expect but a 
| miſerable Death of Cold and Hunger! 
I was four hours under the Circum- 
ſtances, expecting, and indeed wiſhing 
every moment to be my laſt. 

I Have already told the Reader, 
that there were two ſtrong Staples 
fixed upon that fide of my Box which 
had no Window, and into which the 
Servant who uſed to carry me on 
horſeback would put a leathern Belt, 
and buckle it about his Waſte, Be- 
ing in this diſconſolate ſtate, I heard, 
or at leaſt thought I heard ſome kind 
of grating Noiſe on that fide of my 
Box where the Staples were fixed, 
and ſoon after I began to fancy that 
the Box was pulled or towed along 
in the Sea; for I now and then felt 
a ſort of tugging, which made the 
Waves riſe near the Tops of my 
Windows, leaving me almoſt in the 
dark. 'This gave me ſome faint hopes 
of Relief; although I was not able to 
imagine how it could be brought about.

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the Floor; and having made a hard 
ſhife to ſcrew it down again directly 
under the ſlipping Board that Thad 
lately opened, I mounted on the Chair, 
and putting my Mouth as near as 
I could to the Hole, I called for help 
in a loud Voice, and in all the Lan- 
guages I underſtood. I then faſtned 
my Handkerchief to a Stick I uſually 
carried, and thruſting it up the Hole, 
waved 1t ſeveral times in the Air, 
that if any Boat or Ship were near the 
Seamen might conjecture ſome unhap- 
py Mortal to be ſhut up in this Box. 

I Found no Effet from all I 
coula do, but plainly perceived my 
Cloſer to be moved along; and in 
the ſpace of an hour, or better, that 
ſide of the Box where the Staples were, 
and had no Window, ſtruck againit 
ſomething that was hard. 1 appre- 
hended 1c to be a Rock, and found 
myſelf toſſed more than ever. I plain- 
ly heard a noiſe upon the cover of 
my Cloſet, like that of a Cable, and 
the grating of it as it paſſed through 
the Ring.

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heard a great ſhout repeated three 
times, giving me ſuch tranſports of Joy, 
as are not to be conceived but by 
thoſe who feel them. I now heard 
a trampling over my Head, and ſome- 
body calling through the hole with a 
loud Voice in the Engliſh. Tongue, If 
there be any Body below, let them 
ſpeak. I anſwered, I was an Engliſn- 
man, drawn by ill Fortune into the 
greateſt Calamity that ever any Crea- 
ture underwent, and begged, by all 
that was moving, to be delivered out 
of the Dungeon I was in.

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However, I ſuppoſe to pacify me, 
he promiſed to oye Order 21 dete 
ed, and going upon Deck ſent ſome 
of his Men down into my Cloſet, 
from whence (as I afterwards found) 
they drew up all my Goods, and ſtrip- 
ped off che Quilting; but the Chairs 
Cabinet and Bedſtead being ſcrewe 
to the Floor, were much damaged by 
the Ignorance of the Seamen, who 
tore them up by force, Then they 
knocked off ſome of the Boards for 
the uſe of the Ship, and when they 
had got all they had a mind for, let 
the Hulk drop into the Sea, which by 
Reaſon of many Breaches made in the 
Bottom and Sides, ſunk to rights. And 
indeed I was glad not to have been a 
Spectator of the Havock they made; 
becauſe I am confident it would have 
ſenſibly touched me, by bringing for- 
mer Paſſages into my Mind, which 
I had rather forget. | 
' Is8Leer ſome hours, but perpetual- 
ly diſturbed with Dreams of the Place

land, I got it hollowed into a Cup,

. I covL Dp force nothing on him 
. but a Footman's Tooth, which I ob- 
- ſerved him to examine with great 
1 -Curiofity, and found he had a fancy 
- for it, He received it with abundance 
d of Thanks, more than ſuch a Trifle 
e could deſerve. It was drawn by an 
e unskilful Surgeon, in a Miſtake, from 
f one of Glumdalclitch's Men, who was 
£ afflicted with the Tooth-ach, but it 
i- was as ſound as any in his Head. I 
t gor it cleaned, and put it into my 
2 abinet. It was about a foot long, 
le and four inches in Diameter. 

A TRE Captain was very well ſa- 


de tisfied with this plain Relation I had 
128 given him, and faid, he hoped when 
le we returned to England, I would o- 
ny blige the World by putting it in Pa-

My An- 
wer was, That 1 thought we were 


» already over-ſtocked with Books of 


Travels: That nothing could now 
pals which was not extraordinary; 
wherein I doubted ſome Authors leſs 
conſulted Truth than their. own Va- 
nity, or Intereſt, or the Diverſion of 
Ignorant Readers. That my Story 
could contain little beſides common 
Events, without thoſe ornamental 
Deſcriptions of ſtrange Plants, Trees, 
Birds and other Animals, or of the 
barbarous Cuſtoms and Idolatry of 
Savage People, with which moſt Wri- 
ters abound. However, I thanked him 
for his good Opinion,-and promiſed 
to take the Matter into my Thoughts. 
- He ſaid, he wondered at one thing 
very much, which was, to hear me 
ſpeak ſo loud, asking me whether the 
King or Queen of that Country were 
thick of hearing. I told him, it was 
what I had been uſed to for above two 
Years paſt; and that I admired as 
much at the Voices of him and his 
Men, who ſeemed to me only ro whiſ- 
per, and yet I could hear them well 
enough.

The Captain ſaid, that 
while we were at Supper, he obſerv- 
ed me to look at every Thing with a 
fort of Wonder, and that I often 
ſeemed hardly able to contain 'my 
Laughter, which he Knew not well 
how to take, but imputed it to ſome - 
diſorder in my Brain. I anſwered, 
it was very true; and I wondered, 
how I could forbear, when I ſaw his 

Diſhes of the ſize of a Silver Three- 
pence, a Leg of Pork hardly a Mouth- 
ful, a Cup not ſo big as a Nutſhell ; 
and ſoI went on, deſcribing the reſt 
of his Houſhold-ſtuff and Proviſions 
after the ſame Manner, For although 
the Queen had ordered a little Equi- 
page of all things Ty Acap-es I 
was1n her Service, yet my Ideas were

own Faults. The Captain underſtood 
my Raillery very well, and merrily 
.Sephed with the old Ezglih Proverb, 
that he doubted mine Eyes were big- 
ed than . for he did not ob- 
lere y-Stomach ſo good, although 
I had faſted all Day; and continuing 
in his Mirth, proteſted he would have 
— given an hundred Pounds to 
ave ſeen my Cloſet in the Eagle's 
Bill, and afterwards in its fall from 
fo great an height into the Sea; 
which would certainly have been a 
moſt aſtoniſhing Object, worthy to 
Have the Deſcription of it tranſmitted 
to future Ages: And the Compariſon 
of Phaeton was ſo obvious, that he 
could not forbear applying it, altho' 
I did not much admire Conceit. 
© Tax Captain having been at Tonquin 
was in his return to England driven 
North eaſtward to the Latitude of 44 
Degrees, and of Longitude 143. But 
meeting a Trade Wind two Days after I

Day of Fune 1706, 
about nine Months after my Eſcape. I 
offered to leave my Goods in Security 
for Payment of my Freight ; but the 
Captain proteſted he would not receive 
one Farthing. We took kind leave of 
each other, and I made him promiſe he 
would come to fee me at my Houſe in 
Redriff. I hired a Horſe and Guide for 
five Shillings, which I borrowed of the 
Captain. | 

s I was on the Road, obſerving the 
Littleneſs of the Houſes, the Trees, the 
Cattle and the People, I began to think 
myſelf in Liliput. I was afraid of tram- 
pling on every Traveller I met, and 
often called aloud to have them ſtand 
out of the way, ſo that I had hike to 
have gotten one or two broken Heads 
for my Impertinence, 

Wren I came to my own Houſe, 
for which I was forced to enquire, one 
of the Servants opening the Door, I 
bent down to go in (like a Gooſe under 
a Gate) for fear of ſtriking my Head, 
My Wife ran out co embrace me, but 1 

'* (2g ſtooped 
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ſiſtooped lower than her knees, think- 
ing ſhe could otherwiſe never be able 
to reach my Mouth. My Daughter 
kneeled to ask me bleſſing, but I could 
not ſee her till ſhe aroſe, having been

ſo long uſed to ſtand with my Head and 
Eyes erect to above lixty foot; and 


then I went ro take her up with one 
Hand, by the Waſte. I looked down 


upon the Servants and one or two 
Friends who were in the Houſe, as if 
they had been Pigmies, and I a Giant. 
I cold my Wife ſhe had been too thritty, 
for I found ſhe had ſtarved herſelf and 
her Daughter to nothing. In ſhort, I 
behaved myſelf ſo unaccountably, that 
they were all of. the Captain's Opinion 
when he firſt ſaw me, and concluded 
J had loft my Wirs. This I mention 


as an Inſtance of the great Power of 


Habit and Prejudice. | 

IN a little time T and my Family and 
Friends came to a right underſtand- 
ing: Burt my Wite proteited I ſhould 
never go to dea any more; although 
my evil Deſtiny ſo ordered that ſhe had 
not Power to hinder me, as the Reader 
may know hereafter. In the mean time 
I here conclude the ſecond Part of my 
unfortunate Voyages.
